lies in a Colony in America, called Surinam, 11 
the Weſt-Indies.

But before I give, you the Story of this Ga/- 
lat Slave, "tis fit I tell. you the manner of 


bringing them to theſe new Colonies ; for thoſe 


they make uſe of there, are not Natives of 
the place; for thoſe we live with in perfect 
Amity, without daring to command 'em ; but 
on the contrary, careſs 'em with all the bro- 
therly and friendly Aﬀection in che World ; 


_ trafling with 'em for their Fiſh, Veniſon, Buffi- 


lo's, Skins, and little Rarities; as Marmoſets, 
a ſort of Monkey as big as a Rat or Weeſel, but 
of a marvellous and delicate ſhape, and has 
Face and Hands like 'an Humane Creature : 
and Couſheries, a little Beaſt in the form and 
faſhion of a Lion, as big as a Kitten ; but ſo 
exatlly made in all parts like that noble Beaſt, 
that it is it in 24mature. Then for little Para- 
"Reetoes, great Parrots, Mucksws, and a thou- 
ſand other Birds and Beaſts of wonderful and 
Jurprizing Forms, Shapes, and Colours. For 
Skins of prodigious Snakes, of which there arc 


_ fome threeſcore Yards in length; as is the Skin 


of one that may be ſeen at His Majeſty's Ami 
- quaries : Where are allo ſome rare Flies, of a- 
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mazing Forms and Colours, preſented to 'em 
by my {elf ; ſome as big as my Fiſt, ſome leſs; 
3nd. ol of various Excellencies, fuch as Ars . 
cannot, imitate. Then we trade for Feathers, 
Which they order inco all Shapes, make them- 
ſelves little ſhort Hahics of 'em, and glorious 
Wreaths for their Heads, Necks, Arms and 
Lezs, whoſe TinQures are unconceivable. LI 
had a Setr of theſe preſented to me, and I gave 
'em to the King's Theatre, and it was the Drels 
of the Indian 2acen, infinitely admir'd by. Per- 
ſons of Quality ; and were unimitable. - Be- 
ſides theſe, a thouſand little Knacks, and Ra- 
rities-in Nature, and fome of Art; as their 
Baskers, Weapons, Aprons, &c. We dealt with 
em with Beads of all Colours, Knives, Axes, 
Pins and Needles ; which they us'd only as 
Tools to drill Holes with in their Ears, Noſes 
and Lips, where they hang a great many little 
things; as long Beads, bics of Tin, Braſs, or 
Silver, beat thin; and any ſhining Trincker. 
The Beads they. weave into Aprons about a 
quarter of an El! long, and of the ſame breadth; 
working them very pretcily in Flowers of feve- 
ral Colours of Beads; which Apron they wear 
juſt before 'em, -as Adam and Eve did the Fig- 
leaves ; the Men wearing a long Stripe of Li- 
nen, which they deal with ug for. They thread 
theſe Beads alſo on. long Corron-threads, and 
make Girdies to tie their Aprons to, which 
come twenty rimes, or more, about the Waſte; 
and then cro(s, like a Shoulder-belt, both ways, 
and round their Necks, Arms and Legs. 'This 
Adoramenr, with their long black Hair, and 
the Pace painted in little. Specks or Flowers

here and there, makes*em 2 wonderful Figure 
to behold. Some of the Beauties which indeed 
are finely ſhap'd, as almoſt all are, and who 
have pretty Features, are very charming and 


novel ; for they. bave all thar. is called Beaury, * 


except the Colour, which is a reddiſh Yellow ; 
or 'after a new Oiling, which they often uſe to 


. themſelves, they are of the colour of a new 


Brick, but ſmooth, ſoft and ſleek, They are 


extream modeſt and baſhful, very ſhy, and nice_ 
of being rouch'd. And thovgh they are all thus 


naked, if one lives. for ever among 'em, there 
is not to be ſeen an indecent Aion, or Glance ; 
and being continually us'd to ſee one another 


ſo.unadorn'd, fo like our firſt Parents before - 


the Fall, it ſeems as if they had no Wiſhes ; 
there being nothing to heighten Curioſity, but 
all you can' ſee, you ſee at once, and every 
Moment ſee; and where there is no Novelty, 
there 'can 'be no Curioſity. Not but I have 
ſeen a haridſom young Indian, dying for Love 
of a very beautiful young Indian Maid ; but all 
his Courtſhip was, to fold his Arms, purſue 
her with his Eyes, and Sighs were all his Lan- 


guage: While ſhe, as if no ſuch Lover were 


preſent ; or rather, as if ſhe deſired none ſuch, 
carefully guarded her Eyes from beholding him; 
and never approach'd him, bur ſhe look'd dowrr 


_ with''all the bluſhing Modeſty I have ſeen in 


the moſt ſevere and cautious of our World: 
And: theſe People repreſented to me an'abſo- 
lute-7ds@ of the firſt Stare of Innocence, ' before 
Man knew how to' fin-:-' And 'tis moſt evident.

They 
once made Mourning and Faſting for the Death 
of the Engliſh Governor, who had given his 
Hand to come on ſuch a Day to 'em, and ner- 
ther came nor ſent ; ' believing, when once a 
Man's Word was vaſt, nothing but Death cou'd 
or ſhou'd prevent his keeping its And when 
they ſaw he was not dead, they ask'd him, 


what Name'they had for a Man who promisd 


a thing he did not do? The Governor told 
them, Such a man was a Lyar, which, was a 
Word of Infamy to a Gentleman. Then one 
of 'em reply'd, Governor, you are a Lyar, and 
guilty of that Infamy.

what *tis impoſlible for us to get ; fer they do

i Hunting, ſupply the parts of Hounds, by 
ſwiftly..ſcouring: through thoſe almoft impatia- 
ble places; and by the meer Activity of their 
| Feer, run down the nimbleſt Deer, and ather 
 eatable. Beaſts : Bur in the water, one wou'd 
_ think they were Gods of the Rivers, or Fel- 
Jow-Citizens of the Deep; fo rare an Art they 
have in Swimming, Diving, and almoſt Living 
in Water; by which they commard-rhe lets 
: ſwift Inhabitants of the Floods. And thcn for 
- Shboting ; what they. cannot take, or reach 
-with their Hands, 'they do with Arrows ; and 
' have fo admirable an Aim, that they-will-fplit 
almoſt an Hair; and at any diftance' that an 
Arrow can reach, they wil} ſhoor down Oran- 
-ges, and other Fruic, and only rouch rthe'Stalk 
-with the Dart's Points, that rhey may nor hurc 
the Fruit. So that they being, on all Qccati- 
- ons, very uſeful ro us, we find ic abſolutely ne- 
cellary. to carefs'em as Friends, and not to treat 

. «mn as Slaves; nor dite' we do: other, ' their 
Numbers ſo far ſurpaſſing ours.in- that Conti- 
> hoſe then whom we make uſe of 'ro work 
in our Plantations of Sugar, are 'Negres, Black- 
- Slaves altogether ; which are tranſported thi- 


ther in-this manner, + - 


Thoſe 
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Thoſe who want Slaves, make a Bargain 


with a Maſter, or a Captain of a Ship, and con- 


tract to pay him {o much a-piece, a matter of 
eweury Pound a Head for as many as he agrees 
for, and to pay for 'em when they ſhall be de- 
live'rd on ſuch a Plantation : So that when 
there arrives a Ship laden with Slaves, they 
who have ſo contrafted,-go. a-board, and re- 
ceive their Namber by Lot ; and perhaps in 
one Lot that may be for ten, there may hap- 

n to be three or four Men; the reſt, Women 
and Children: Or be there more or leſs of ej- 
ther Sex, . you are oblig'd ro be contented with 
your Lot. 

Coramantien, a Country of Blacks fo called, 
was one of thoſe places: in which they found 
the moſt advantageous Trading for theſe Slaves; 
and thicher moſt of our great Traders in that 
Merchandice traffick'd ; for that Nation is ve- 
ry war-like and brave; and having a conti- 
nual Campaign, being always in Hoſtility with 
one neighbouring. Prince or ocher, they had 
the fortune to take a great many Caprtives ; for 
all rhey took: in Bartel, were fold as Slaves; 
at leaſt, thoſe common Men who cou'd not_ 
ranſom themſelves. Ot theſe Slaves fo taken, 
the General only has all the profit; and of 
theſe Generals, our Captains and Maſters of 
Ships buy all their Freights. : 

-» The King of Coramantien was himſelf a Man 
of a Hundred and odd Years old, and had no 
Son; though he had many beautiful. Black- 
Wives ; for moſt certainly, there are Beauties 
rhar-canicharm of that Colour. In his younger 


Years'he had had many gallanc Men to. his 
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Sons; thirteen of which died in-Barte},' con- 
quering when they fell ;-'and he had only-letc 
him for his Succeſfor, 'one Grand-Child, Son 
to one of theſe dead Viftors ; who, as foon as 
he'coud'd bear a Bow in his Hand, and a Qui- 
ver at his Back, was ſent into the Field, to be 
trained up by one of the oldeſt Generals, to 
War ; where, from his natural Inclination to 
Arms, and the Occaſions given him, with the 


good Condudt of the old General, he became, 


at the Age of Seventeen, one of the moſt ex- 
pert Captains, and braveſt Soldiers, thar ever 
ſaw: rhe Field of Afars :' So that he was ador'd 
as the Wonder of all that World, and the Dar- 
ling of the Soldiers. Beiides, he was adorn'd 
with-a native Beauty ſo tranſcending all thoſe 
of his gloomy Race, that he ſtrook an Awe 
and'Reverence, even in thoſe that knew not 
his Qualicy; as he did in me, who beheld 
him-with Surprize and Wander, when after- 
wards he arriv'd in our World. 

He: had ſcarce arriv'd at his Seventeenth 


Year, when fighting by his Side, the General 


was kill d with an Arrow in his Eye, which 
the Prince Orooneke ( for fo was this gallant 
Moor call d ) very narrowly avoided; nor had 
he, if the General, who ſaw: the Arrow ſhort, 
and” perceiving it aim'd at the Prince, had noc 


bow'd his Head between, on purpoſe to. re-.. 
ceive it nm his own Body, rather than it ſhou'd. 


touch that of the Prince, and fo ſaved him. - ©

he was proclaim'd General in the old Man's 
place”; and then ir-was,/ at the finiſhing:of char 
War, which had continu'd for two Years, that

the Prince came to Court; where he had hard= 
[y' been a Month together, from the time of 
his fifth Year, to that of Seventeen ; and *ewas . 
amazing to imagine where it was he learn'd ſo 
much tamaniry :. or, to give his Accompliſh- 
ments a juiter Name, where twas he goti/thar 
reai Greatnels of Sou!, | thote--retin'd Notions 
of true: Honour, . that abſolute Generoſiry, and 
that Softneſs that was capable. of the higheſt 
Paſſions of Love and Gallantry, whoſe Objects 
were.almoſt continually fighting Men, or thoſe 
mangld, or dead ; who heard no Sounds, bur 
thoſe of War and Groans: Some part of it we 
may attribute to the Care of a French-Man of 
Wit and 'Learning ;: who finding it turn to ve- 
ry. good Account to: be a fort of Royal Tutor 
ro this young Black, and perceiving. him very 
ready, apt, and quick of Apprehenfion, took 
a. great pleaſure to teach. him Morals, Lan» 
guage and Science ; and was for it extreamly 
belov'd and valu'd by him. Another Reafon 
was, He lov'd, when he came from War, to 
ſee all the Engliſh Gentlemen that. craded.thi- 
ther ; and did not only learn their Language, 
bur that of the Spaniards alſo, with whom he 
traded afterwards for Slaves. 

I have often ſeen and conversd with this 
great Man, and been a Witnel(s to many of 
his mighty Actions; and do aflure my Rea- 
der, the moſt Illuſtrious Courts cord not have 
produc'd a braver Man, both for Greatneſs of 
Courage: and Mind, a Judgment more olid, 
a Wit more quick, and a Converſation more 
ſweet and.diverting.. He knew almoſt as muctr 
as if be had read. much : - He had: heard " ' 
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and admir'd the' Rewans ; he had heard of the 
lare Civil Wars in England, and the deplaura- 
ble Death of our grear Monarch ; and wou'd 


diſcourſe of it with all the Senſe, and Abhor- 


rence of the Injuſtice imaginable. He had an 
extream good and gracefui Mien, and all the 
Civility of a weſl-bred greac Man. He had 
nothing of Barbarity in his Nature, bur 1n all 
Points addreſs'd himſelf, as if his Education 
had been in ſome European Court. 

This great and juft Character of Orconoko 
gave me an extream Curioſity to ſee him, eſpe- 
cially when 1 knew he ſpoke French and 'En- 
gliſh, and thar I coud talk with him. Bur 
though T had heard ſo much of him, I was as 
greatly furpriz'd when I ſaw him, as if I had 
heard nothing of him; ſo beyond all Reporc 
F found him. He came /into the Room, and 
addreis'd himſelf to me, and ſome other Wo- 
men, with the beſt Grace in the World. He 
was pretty tall, but of a Shape the moſt exact 


| thar can be fanſy'd: The moſt famous Statu- 


ary cou'd not form the Figure of a Man more 
admirably turn'd from Head to Foot. His Face 
was not of that brown, ruſty Biack which moſt 
of thar Nation are, but a perfe&t Ebony, or 
poliſhd Jett. His Eyes were the inoſt awful 
that cou'd be: feen, and very piercing ; the 
White of *em being 'like Snow, as were his

him ſpeak, wowd have been convircd of their 
Errors, that all. fine Wit is confin'd tothe H#þ:ze 
Men, eſpecially: to thoſe of Chriſtendom ; and 
wou'd have .conteſs'd- that Orocncko Was as Ca- 
pable even of reigning well, and of governing 
as witely, had as great a Soul, as-palitick Ma- 
xim$z 80d was as ſenſible of Power as any 
Prince civilizd in the mcſt retin'd Schools of 
Humanity and Learning, or the moſt Iluftri- 
ous Courts. 

\'T his Prince, ſuch as I have deſcrib'd him, 
whoſe. Soul and Body were. fo admirably a- 
dornd; was ( while yer he w:s in the Court 
of. his Grandfather) as I ſaid, as Capable of 
Love, as twas poſlible for a brave and gallant 
Man to-be; and in ſaying that, I have nam'd 
the hig beſt Degree of Love; for ſure, great 


I have already faid, 'the old General was 
kilfd by.che ſhot of an Arrow, by the Side of 
this:Prince, in Battel-; and that Oroanoko, was 
made; General. - This 'old dead Hero. had.one 


fo deſcribe her culy, one need fay only, ſhe 
| was 
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was Female to. the noble Male ; the beautiful 

Black Vents, to our young Mart; - as Charming 
in her Perſon as he, and of delicate Vertucs. I 
have ſeen an hundred White Men ſighing after 
her, and making a thouſand Vows at her” Feet, 
all vain, and unſucceſsful: And ſhe was, in- 
deed, too great for-.any, but a Prince of her 
own Nation to adore. 

Oroonoka coming from the Wars (which were 
now ended) after he had made his Court to 
his Grandfather, he thought. in Honour he 
ought to make a Viſit co [monds, the Daughter 
of his Foſer-father, the dead General ;- and to 
make fome Excuſes to: her, becauſe his Preſer- 
vation was the Occafion of her Father's Death; 
and to preſent. her with thoſe. Slaves chathad 
been'taken in this Jaſt Battel,: as. the ,Trophies 
of her Father's Victories. When he came, at- 
tended by all the young Soldiers of any:Merit, 


he was infinitely furpriz'd at the Beauty of this 


fair Queen of Night, whoſe Face and Perſon 
was ſo exceeding all he had ever beheld, that 
lovely Modeſty with which ſhe receiv'd him, 
that Tofinels i in her Look, and'Sighs,”upon the 
melancholy Occaſion of this Honour that was 
done by ſo greati/a. Man as: Oroonoko; and a 
Pfince of whom-ſhe had heard ſuch: admirable 
thivgs ; the Awfulne6 wherewith he recciv'd 
him, and the Sweerneſs of her.

-haviour while he ſtay'd, gaind-a perſect Con- 
queſt over his fierce. Heart, and  made+him

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ſenfible of her Charms ; while Imoinda, wha 
wiſh'd for nothing more than fo glorious a 
Conqueſt, 'was pleas'd to believe, ſhe under- 
ſtood that filenr Language of new-born Love; 
and from that Moment, put on all her Additi- 
ons to Beauty. 

The Prince return'd to Court with quite a- 
nother Humour than before; and though he 
did not fpeak much of the fair Imoinda, he had 
the pleaſure ro hear all his Followers ſpeak of 
nothing but the Charms of chat Maid; inſo- 
much rhar, even in the Preſence of the old | 
King, they were extolling her, and heightning, 
if poſſible, the Beauries they had found in her : 
So that nothing elſe was talk'd of, no other 
Soutid was Heard in,every Corner where there 
were Whifperers, but Imoinda ! Imoinda ! 

'Twill be: imagin'd Oroonoko ſtay'd not long 
before' he made his ſecond Viſit ; nor, conſt- 
dering his Quality, not much longer before he 
cold her, he ador'd her. I have often heard 
him fay, thar he admir'd by what ſtrange In- 
ſpiration he came to talk things ſo ſoft, and fo 
paſſionate, who never knew Love, nor was us d 
ro the Converſation of Women ; : bur (to uſe 
his own Words ) he ſaid, Moſt happily, ſome 
new, and ri! then unknown Power inftruted 
his Hearr and Tongue in the Language of Love, 


. and-at the ſame time, in favour of him, inſpir'd 


Imomda with a Senſe of his Paſſion. She was 
rouch'd with whar he faid, and return'd it all 
in ſuch” Anſwers as went to his very Heart, 
with Pleaſure unknown before : Nor did he. 
uſe thoſe Obligations i!l, that Love had dong 
mm; but turn d all his happy Moments to the 

beſt 
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beſt advantage ;. and as he knew no Vice, his 
Flame aim'd at nothing but Honour, if ſuch a 
diſtinftion may be made in Love ; and eſpeci- 
ally in that Country, where Men take to tnem- 
ſelves as many as they can maintain; and where 
the only Crime and Sin with Woman is, to turn 
her off, to abandon her to Want, Shame and 
Miſery : Such ill Morals are only practis'd in 
Chriſt;zan-Countries, where they preter the bare 
Name of Religion; and, wichout Vertue or Mo- 
rality, think that ſufficient. But Oroonoko was 
none of thoſe Profeſſors ; bur as he had right 
Notions of Honour, ſo he made her ſuch Pro- 
poſitions as were not only and barely ſuch; bur, 
contrary to the Cuſtom of his Country, he 
made her Vows, ſhe ſhou'd be the only Wo- 
man he wou'd poſſeſs while he liv'd ; that no 
Age or Wrinkles ſhou'd incline him to change, 
for her Soul wou'd be always fine, and always 
young; and he ſhou'd-have an eternal 14: in 
his Mind of the Charms ſhe now bore, and 
ſhou'd look into his Heart for thar 1Jea, when 
he cou'd find ic no longer. in her Face. 
. Aﬀeer a thouſand Aſſurances of his laſting 
Flame, and her eternal Empire over him, ſhe 
| condeſcended to receive him for her Husband ; 
or rather, receivd him, as the greateſt Honour 
the God's cou'd do her. _. 

There is a certain Ceremony. in theſe Caſes 
to be obſerv'd, which I forgot'to ask him how 
perform'd ; but *rwas concluded on. both fides, 
that, in Obedience to him, the Grandfather was 
to be. firſt made acquainted with the-Defign : 
for they pay a moſt abſolute Reſignation to the 
Monarch, eſpecially when he is a/Parent alſo. 
an 
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On the other ſide, the old King, who had 
many Wives, and many 'Concubines, wanted 
not Court-Flatrerers to infinuate in his Heare 
a thouſand render Thoughts for this young 
Beauty; arid who repreſented her to his Fancy, 
as the moſt charming he had ever poſlefsd in 
all the. long Race of his numerous Years. Ar 
this Character his old Heart, like an extin- 
ouiſh'd Brand, moſt apt to take Fire, felr new 
Sparks of Love, and began to kindle ; and now 
grown to his ſecond Childhood, long'd with 
Imparience to behoid this gay thing, with 
whom, alas! he coud but innocently play. 


But how he ſhou'd be confirm'd ſhe was this _ 


Wonder, before he us'd his Power to call her to 
Court ( where Maidens never came, unſeſs for 
the King's private Uſe) he was next to conſi- 
der; and while he was ſo doing, he had In- 
relligence brought him, that Imo:ndz was moſt 
certainly Miſtreſs to the Prince Oroonoko. This 
gave him ſome Shagrien ; however, irgave him 
alſo an Opportunity, one Day, when the Prince 
was a-hunting, to wait on a Man of Quality, 
as his Slave and Artendanr, who ſhou'd go and 
make a Preſent to Im9mmda, as from the Prince ; 
he ſhou'd rchen, unknown, ſee this fair Maid, 
and have an Opportunity to hcar what Mef- 
ſage ſhe wou'd return che Prince for his Pre- 
ſent; and from thence gather the ſtate of her 
Hearr, and degree of her Inclination. This 
was pur in Executicn, 2nd the o)d Monarch 


ſaw, and burner: He round ber all: he' had 
_ heard, and wou'd nor deiay his Happineſs, bur 


found he:ſhou'd have ſome Obftacle to over- 
come her Heart ; for ſhe expreſs'd her Senſe of 
y the 
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the Preſent the Prince had ſent her, in terms 
fo: ſweet, ſo foft and pretty, with- an Air of 
Love ahd Joy that cou d.not be difſembl'd ; in- 
ſomuch chat 'rwas paſt doubt whether ſhe lov'd 
Orgonoks entirely. This gave the old King ſome 
AMiRion ; bur he ſalv'd. it with this, thar the 
Obedience the People pay their King, was nor 
at all inferior to what they pay d their Gods: 
And what Love wou'd not oblige 1moinda to 
do, Duty wou'd compel her to, 

; He was therefore no ſooner got to his Apart- 
ment, but he ſent the Royal Veil to Imoinda ; 
that is, the Ceremony of Invitation ; he ſends 
the Lady, he has a Mind to honour with his 
Bed, a Veil, wich which ſhe is cover'd, and ſe- 
cur'd for the King's Uſe ; 'and 'tis Death to diſ., 


obey; beſides, held a moſt impious Diſobedi- 


ence. . ;-.. 

'Tis not to be \imagin'd the Surprize and 
Grief that ſeizd this Jovely Maid at this News 
and Sight. However, as Delays in theſe Ca- 
ſes are dangerous, and Pleading worſe than 
Treafon ; trembling, and almoſt fainting, ſhe

She 
told him, as ſhe was a Maid, how proud of 
the Divine Glory ſhe ſhould have been of 
having it in her power to oblige her King: 
but as by the Laws, he coud not; and 
from his Royal Goodneſs , wou'd not take 
from any Man his wedded Wife :' So ſhe be- 
liev'd ſhe ſhou'd be the Occaſion of making 
him commirc a great Sin, if ſhe did nor re- 
veal her State and Condition ; and tell him, 
ſhe was anothers, and cou'd not be ſo happy 
tobe. his. 

The King, enrag'd at this Delay, ha- 
ſtily demanded the Name of the bo! Man, 
that had marry'd a Woman of her .Degree, 
wichour his Conſent. Imomda, ſeeing his Eyes 
fierce, and his Hands tremble; whether with 
Age, or Anger, I know not ; but ſhe fanſy 'd 
the-laſt, almoſt repented ſhe had ſaid ſo much, 
for now ſhe fear'd the Storm wou'd fall on the 
Prince ; ſhe therefore faid a rhouſand things to 


appeaſe the raging of his Flame, and to pre- 


pare-him to hear who it was with Calmneſs; 
but before ſhe ſpoke, he imagin'd who ſhe 
meant, but wou'd not ſeem to do ſo, but com- 
manded her to lay aſide her Mantle, and ſuffer 
herſelf ro-receive his Careſlſes ; or, by his Gods, 
he ſwore, that happy Man whom ſhe was go- 
ing-to'name ſhou'd die though it were even 
Oroconoks: himſelf, Therefore ( (id he ) deny this 
Marriage;\and ſwear thy ſelf a Maid. That (re- 
ply 'd- Dmeinda ) by #ll our Powers I 40; for T am 
#rtryer know to by Husband, Tis enough (faid 
the King F J'r 11s enough to - both my Con» 
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ſcience, 'and my Heart. And riſing from his 
Seat, he went, and led her into the Bath ; it 
being in vain for her to reſiſt. 

In this time-the Prince, who was return'd 
from Hunting, went to viſit his Imeinda, but 
found her gone; and not only ſo, but heard 
the had receiv'd the Royal Veil. This rais'd 
him to a Storm ; and in his Madneſs, they had 
much ado to ſave him from laying violent 
Hands on himſelf. Force firſt prevaild, and 
then Reaſon: They urgd all ro him, thar 
Might oppoſe his Rage ; but nothing weigh d. 
ſo greatly with him as the King's Old Age un- 
capable of injuring him with Imizda, He 
wou d'give way to that Hope, becauſe it pleasd 
him moſt, and flatter'd beſt his Hearc. Yet this 
ſerv'd not altogether tro make him ceaſe: his dit- 
ferenc Paſſions, which ſometimes rag'd within 
him, and ſometimes ſoftned into Showers. 
"Twas not enough te appeaſe him, to tell him, 
his Grandtather was od, and cou'd not that 
way injure him, while he retain'd that awful 
Duty which the young Men are us'd thereto 
pay to their grave Relations, He con'd not be 
convinc'd he had no Cauſe to figh and-monrn 
tor the Loſs of a Mifireſs, he cowd not with 
all his- Strength and Courage retrieve. | And 
he wau'd often cry, O my Friends {were ſhe in 
weld Cities, or confind from me is Fortifications 
&f the greateſt: Strength ; did Inchantments or 
Monſters detain her from me, 1 wou'd venture 
thrungh any Hazard tofree bir.: But here, in the 
Arms of a feeble old Man, \my Nouthg, my violent 
Love, my Tradz in' Arms," and.all my: maſt Deſire 
of Glory, avail me norhing : Imoinda «. as irre- 
Wrges coverably 
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coverably loſt to me, as if ſhe were ſnatch'd by the 
cold Arms of ' Death: Oh ! ſhe us never to be re- 


tried If 1 wou'd wait tedious Years, till Fate _ 


\ſbou'd bow the old King to bis Grave ; even that 
wou d not leave me Imoinda free; but ſtill rhat 
. Cuſtows that makes it ſo wite a Crime for a Sen to 


marry bas Fathers Wroes or Miſtreſſes, woud 


hinder my Happineſs ; unleſs I wou'd either 1gnobly 
ſet an ill Prefident to my Succeſſors, or abandon my 
Country, and fly with ber to ſome unknown World, 
who never heard cur Story. 

Bur it was objetted to him, that his Caſe was 
not tie fame; for 1moinda being his lawtul 
Wite, by ſolemn Contract, 'twas he was the 
injur'd Man, and might, if he fo pleas'd, take 
Imoinda back, the Breach of the Law being on 
his Grandfather's ſide ; and that if he cau'd cir- 
cumvent him, and redeem her from the Oran, 


which is the Palace of the King's Women, a 
ſort of Seraglio, it was both juſt and lawtul for 


him ſo to do. 
This Reaſoning had ſome force upon him, 


and he ſhou'd have been entirely comforted, 


- but for the Thought that the was poſſeſs d by 
his Grandfather. However, he lov'd fo well, 
that he was reſfolv'd to believe what moſt fa- 


vour'd his Hope; and to endeavour to learn 


from Imindas own Mouth, what only the 
_cou'd fatisfie him in ; whether ſhe was robb'd 
of that Bleſſing, which was only due to his 
Faith and Love. Bur as it was very hard to 
get a Sight of the Women, ( for no Men ever 
enter'd inta the Oray, but when the King went 
to entertain:himſelf with ſome.one of his Wives, 
or Miſtreſſes!,. and 'twas Death at any'other 
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20 OROONOEO: or, 
time, for any other to go'in;) ſo he knew nor 
how to contrive to get a Sight of her. 

While Oroonoko felt all the Agonies of Love, 
and ſuffer'd under a Torment the moſt painful 
in the World, the old Kirig was not exempted 
from his ſhare of Affliftion. He was troubl'd 
for having been forc'd by an irreſiſtable Paſſion, 
to rob his Son of a Treaſure, he knew, cou'd 
Not but be extreamly dear to him, ſince ſhe 
was the moſt beautiful that ever had been feen ; 
and had beſides, all the Sweetneſs and Inno- 
cence of Youth and Modeſty, with a Charm 
of Wit ſurpaſſing all. He found that, however 
{the was forc'd ro expoſe. her lovely Perſon. to 
his wither'd Arms, ſhe cou'd only ſigh and 
weep there, and think of Oroonoko ; and often- 
times cou*d not forbear ſpeaking.of him, though 
her Life were, by Cuſtom, forfeired by own- 
ing her Paſſion, But ſhe ſpoke not of a Lover 
only, bur of a Prince dear to him, to whom 
the ſpoke; and of the Praiſes of a Man, who, 

till now; fill'd the old Man's Soul with Joy ar 
_ every Recital of his Bravery, or even his Name. 
And *twas this Dotage on our young Hero, that 
gave Imoinda a thouſand Privileges to ſpeak of 
him, «without offending ; and this Condeſcen- 
tion-1n the old King; that made her take the 
SatisfaCtion'of ſpeaking of him fo very often. 

Beſides, he many times enquir'd how the 
Prince bore himſelf; and thote of whom he. 
ask'd, being entirely Slaves to-the Merits and 
Vertves of the Prince, ſtill anſwer'd what they 
thought conducd beſt to his Service; which was, 
to make the old King fanſy that the Prince bad 
no more Intereſt in- J:a0ing:, and had reſign'd 
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her willingly to the Pleaſure of che King ; thar 
he diverced himſelf with his Mathematicians, 
his Fortifications, his Officers, and his Hunt- 
Ing. RU Fe 

This pleas'd the old Lover, who fail'd not 
to repore theſe things again to ſmoinda, that ſhe 
mighr, by che Example of her young Lover, 
withdraw her Heart, and reſt betrer contented 
io his Arms. But however ſhe was forcd ro 
receive this unwelcome News, in 'all Appear- 
ance, wirh Unconcern, and Content, her Hearc 
was burſting. wichin, and ſhe was only happy 
when the cou'd get alone, to vent her Griefs 
and Moans with Sighs and Tears. 

What Reports of the Prince's Conduct were 
made to the King, he thought good to juſtifie 
as far as poffibly he cou'd by his Actions; and 
when he appear'd in che Preſence 'of the King, 
he ſhew'd a Face not at all betraying his Heart : 
So thar in a little time the old Man, being en- 
tirely convincd that he was no longer a Lover 
of Imoindz, he carry'd him with him, in his 
Train, to the Oran, often to banquet with his 
Miſtreſs. But as ſoon as he enterd, one Day, 
into the Apartment of Imoinda, with rhe King, 
at the firſt Glance from her Eyes, notwithſtand- 
ing all bis determin'd Reſolution, he was ready 
ro ſink in the place where he ſtood ; and had 
certainly done ſo, but for the Support of Abo- 
an, 2 young Man, who was next to him; 
which, with-his Change of Countenance, had 
| betray'd him, had the King chanc'd to look 
chat way.” And I have obkervd, tis a very 
great Error in' thoſe,” who laugh when one 
lays; 'A Negro car iobange Colour ; for ] have 
260% G3 {gn 
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ſeen 'em as frequently bluſh, and look pale, 
and thar as viſibly as ever I ſaw in the moft 
beautiful #/bire. And 'tis certain that both theſe 
Changes were evident. this Day, in borh theſe 
Lovers. And Imeinda, who faw with- fome 
Joy the Change in the Prince's: Face, and found 
it in ker own, ſtrove to divert the King from 
beholding either, by a forc'd Careſs, with which 
ſhe met him; which was a new Wound in che 
Heart of the poor dying Prince, But as ſoon 
as the King was bufy'd in looking on ſome fine 


thing of Imeinda's making, ſhe had rime to tel] 


the Prince with her angry; but Love-darting 
Eyes, that ſhe reſented. his Coldneſs, and. be- 
moan'd her own miſerable Captivity, Nor 
were his Eyes ſilent,” but anſwer'd hers again, 
as much as Eyes cou'd do, inſtructed by the 
moſt tender, and moſt peſlionate Heart that 
ever lovd: And they. ſpoke fo well, and (© 
eftectually, as Imoinda no longer doubted, bur 
ſhe was the only Delight, and Darling of that 
Soul ſhe found pleading in 'em its Right of 
Love, which none was more willing to reſign 
than ſhe. And 'twas this powerful Language 
alone rhat in an inſtance convey'd all the 
Thoughts of their Souis to each other; thar 
they both found, there wanted but Opportu- 
nity. to make them bath entirely happy... Bur 
when he faw another. Door open'd by Onehal, . 
a former old Wits of the King's, who now had 
Charge. of Imeinda; and faw the. Proſpect of a 
Bed of: State made: ready, with . Sweets. and 
Flowers for the Dalliance- of the King; who 
mmediately lead the trembling Victim from his 
Sight, into that prepard Repoſe. What Rage! - 
y Sf what 
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what wild Frenzies ſeiz'd his Heart! which 
forcing to keep within Bounds, and ro ſuffer 
without Noiſe, it became the more inſupporta- 
ble, and rent his Soul with cen thouſand pains. 
He was forc'd to retire, to vent his Groans ; 
where he fell down on a Carper, and Jay ftrug- 
gling a long time, and only breathing now and. 
then, — O Imoinda ! When Onabal hid finiſhe. 
her neceſſary Atfair within, ſhutting the Door, 
ſhe came forth ro wair, till the Kmg call'd; and 
hearing ſome one ſighing in the other Room, 
ſhe paſsd on, and found the Prince in that de- 
plorable Condition, which ſhe thought needed 
her Aid : She gave him Cordials, but all in 
vain ; till finding -the nature of his Diſeaſe, by 
his Sighs, and naming mods. She told him, 
he had not ſo much Cauſe as he imagin'd, toaf- 
flict himſelf; for if he knew the King ſo well as 
ſhe did, he wou'd not loſe a Momentin Jealou- 
ſie, and that ſhe was confident that Imoinda 
bore, at this Minute, part in his Aﬀiction. 
Aboan was of the fame Opinion ; and both ro- 
gether, perſwaded him to re-aſſume his Cou- 
rage; and all ficting down on the Carper, the 
Prince faid ſo many obliging things ro Onabal, 
that he half perſwaded her ro be of his Party.

This Diſcourſe laſted till che King call'd, 
which gave Oroonoko a certain Satisfaftion ; and 
with the'Hope O»4+ha! had made him conceive, 
he afſir'd a'Look as gay as 'twas poſlible a 
Man Mm his Circumſtances cou'd do ; and pre- 

et E's ſently 
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ſently after, he was call'd in with the reft who 
waiced without. The-King commanded Mu- 
lick to be brought, and ſeveral of his young 
Wives and Miltreties came all together by his 
Command, to dance: before him; where [20:n- 
da perform'd: her Part with an Air and Grace 
ſo paſſing all the reſt, as her Beauty was above 
<*m; and receiv'd the Preſent, ordaind as a 
Prize. The Prince was every Moment more 
charm'd with the new Beauties and Graces he 
bebeld in this fair One ; And while he gazd, 
and fhe danc'd, Orahbal was retird to a Win- 
dow with Aboan. ; , 

This On4bar, as I ſaid; was one-of the Caſt- 
Miſtreſſes of the old Kmg ; and 'twas: theſe 


( now. paſt their Beauty) chat were made Guar- . 


dians, or Governanrs to the new, and the 
young Ones ; and whoſe Buſineſs it was, tO 
tcectschem all thoſe wanton Arts of Love, wita 
 which-they prevail'd and charm'd heretofore 
in their Turn; and-who now treated the tri- 
umpting happy Ones with all the Severity, as 
ro Liberty and Freedom, that was poſlible, in 
revenge of thoſe Honours they rob them of ; 
envying them thoſe Sattsfactions, thoſe Gallan-. 
rrics and Preſents, that were once made-to 
themſeives, whie Youth and Beauty laſted, 
and which they now. ſaw paſs were regard'eſs 
by, and-pay'd aon!y to.:the Bloomings. And 
certainly, nothing is more affliting-to- a de- 
cay'd Beauty, than. to. behold in it ſelf decli- 
ning Charms, that were once adord;-:and to. 
ind.thoſe Careſſes. paid to new Beauties,: to 
which once ſhe laid a Claim; ' to: thearr;em 
whiſper as ſhe palles-by, That once was @ deli-

cats Woman. TLheſe abandond Ladies there- 
fore endeavour to revenge all -the- Deſpighrs, 
and Decays of Time, on theſe flouriſhing hap- 
py Ones. And 'twas this Severity, that gave 
Oroonoko a thouſand Fears he ſhou'd never pre- 
vail with. Onabal, to fee Imeinda. Bur, as-'1. 
ſaid, ſhe was now retir'd to a Window with 
Aboan. | 

This young Man was not only one of the 
beſt Qualicy, but a Man extreamly well made, 
and beautiful; and coming often to atrend the 
King to the Ota, he had ſubdu'd the Hearc 
of the antiquated O»ahal, which had not for- 
got how pleaſant it was to be in Love: And 
though ſhe had ſome Decays in her Face, ſhe 
had none in her Sehce and Wit ; ſhe was there 
agreeable ftill, even ta. Aboar's Youth ; ſo thar 
he took pleaſure in enſerciing her with Dif- 
courſes of Love. He knew alſo, that ro make 
his Court to theſe She-Favourites, was the 
way to be great; theſe being the Perſons that 
do all Affairs and Buſineſs at Court. He. had 
alſo obſerv'd that ſhe had given him Glances 
more tender and, inviting, than ſhe had done 
to others of his Quality : And now, when he 
ſaw that her Favour coud ſo abſolutely oblige 
the Prince, he fail'd nor to ſigh in her Ear, and 
to look with Eyes all ſoft upon her, and give 
her Hope chat ſhe had made ſome Impreſlions 
on his. Heart. He found her pleasd at this, 
and'making a thouſand Advances to him ; bur 
the Ceremony ending, and the King departing,

The Prince was over-joy'd with this 
good News, and beſought him, it it were poſſt- 
ble, to careſs her fo, as to engage her entirely ;

her' Life lying at your Mercy, ſhe 'muſt grant you 
the Re equeſt you make-in my Behalf. Aboan un- 
derfiond him; and afſur'd him, he would make 
Love fo effettually, thar he wou'd defie the 
moſt expert Miftreſs of the Arr, to find our 
whether he diffembld it, or had it really. And 
was with Impartience they waited the next 
Op»orrunity of going to the Oran. © 

"The Wars came on, the Time of taking the 
Field approach, and 'rwas impoſſible for the 
Prince to delay his going at the Head of his 
Army, to encounter the Enemy : So that eve- 
ry Da ſeenvd a tedious Year, till he faw his 
Iminda ; for he believ'd he cou'd nor” live, if 
he were forc'd away without being fo happy. 
'Twas with Impatience therefore, that he ex- 
pected the next Viſit the King wou'd make ; ; 
and, according to his Wiſh, ' it was not long. 

The Parley of the Eyes of theſe rwo Lovers 


Had not paſs'd [5 ſecretly, but an old-jealous

Madam ( reply d the 
half-feigning Youth) you have already, by my 
Eyes, found, you can ſtill conquer; and I velieve 
tu in_pity of me, you condeſcend to this kind Con- 
| feſſion. But, Madam, Words are usd to be (0 
ſmall a part of our Country-Courtſhip, that tis 
rare one can get 0 bappy au Opportumily as to tell 
one's Heart ; and thoſe few Minutes we have are 
fore'd: to be ſnateh?d for more certain Proofs of 
Love, than ſpeaking and jighing; and (ſuch I 
langviſh for. 1 fo. 

— He ſpoke. this with ſuch a Tone, that ſhe 
hopd it. true, and cou'd not forbear believing 
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it ; and” being wholly tranſported with Joy, 
for having ſubdu'd the fineſt of- all the King's 
Subjects to her Deſires, ſhe rook from her Ears 
two large Pearls, and commanded him to wear 
*m in his. -He wou'd have refus'd 'em, crying, 
Madam, theſe are not (tbe Proofs of. your Love 
that I expett ; "tw Opportunity, 'tis a Lone-beur 
only, that can make me happy. Bur forcing the 
Pearls into his Hand, ſhe whiſper'd ſoftly to 
him, Ob! Do not fear a Woman's Invention, 
when Love ſets ber a-thinking, And preſſing 
his Hand , ſhe. cry'd, Thi Night yeu (hail be 
bappy. Come to the Gate of the Orange-Groves, 
beblind the Otan; and 1 will be ready, about 
Adzdenight, te receive you. "Twas thus agreed, 
and ſhe left him, that no notice might be ta- 
ken of their ſpeaking togerher. 

The Ladies were ſtill dancing, and the King, 
laid on a Carpet. with a great deal of pleaſure, 
was beholding them, eſpecially 1minds ; who 
that. Day appear'd more lovely than ever, be? 
ing enliven'd with the good Tidings Onahal 
had brought her of the conſtant Paſfion the 
Prince bad for her. - The Prince was laid on 
another Carper, art the other endof the Room, 
with his Eyes fixd- on the Object of his Soul ; 
and as ſhe turn d, or mov'd, ſo did they; and 
ihe alone gave his Eyes and Soul their Motions : 
Nor .did Jwoinds employ her Eyes'to any o- 
ther:Ule, than in beholding with infinite Plea- 
ſure the Joy ſhe produc'd in thoſe of the Prince. 
Bur while ſhe-was more regarding him,- than 
the Steps ſhe rook, ſhe chanc'd to fall';.and fo 
near him, as thar leaping with extrear force

claſp'd her cloſe to his Boſom, and quite for- 
got that Reverence that was due to the Mi- 
ſheſs of a King, and that Puniſhmenc that is 
the Reward of a Boldneſs of this nature; and 
had not the Preſence of Mind of Imoinds ( fon- 
der of his Safety, than her own ) befriended 


him, in making her ſpring from his Arms, and 


fall into her Dance again, he had, at thac In- 
ſtznr, met his Death ; for the old King, jealous 
co the laſt degree, roſe up in Rage, broke all 
che Diverſion, and led Imomda ro her Apart- 


ment, and ſent out Word to the Prince, to go' 


immediately to the Camp ; and that if he were 
found another Night in Court, he ſhov'd ſuf- 
fer the Death ordain'd for diſobedient Offen- 
ders. 0D 

You may imagine how welcome this News 


was to Oroonks whoſe uniſeaſonable Tranſport 


and Careſs of 10inda was blam'd by all Men 
that lov'd him; and now he perceivd his 


Faulr, yet cry 'd, That for ſuch another Moment, 


he wou'd be content to die. | 


All the O:an was in diſorder about this Ac- 


cident ; and Onahbe! was particularly concern'd, 


becauſe on the Prince's Stay depended her 


Happineſs ; - for ſhe cou'd no longer expect 


that of 4boay. So thar, cer they departed, 


they''Contriv'd it fo, that rhe Prince and he 
ſhou'd come both that Night to the Grove of

Night ; leaving the King in polieſſion' of the

Tealouſie of the old Lover : He wou'd not be 
imposd. on, but wou'd have ir, that [720in4a 
made a falſe Step on purpoſe to fall 1nto Orvono- 
ks Boſom, -and that all things look'd. like a 


Deſign on both ſides, and 'twas in vain ſhe 


roteſted her Innocence: He was old and ob- 
inate, and left her more than half aſſur'd that 
his Fear wastrue. 

\ The King going to his Apartment, ſent to 
know where the Prince was, and if he intend- 
ed to obey his'Command. The Meſſenger re- 
turn'd and told him, he found the Prince pen- 
five, and-altogether unpreparing for the Cam- 
Paign; that he lay neghgently on the Ground, 
and anſwer'd very little.

The Prince fottly waken'd Imoinda, who was 
not a little ſurpriz'd with Joy ro find him there; 
and yer ſhe trembl'd with a thouſand Fears. 
Lbtlicve, he omitted ſaying nothing to this 
young Maid, that might perſwade her to ſuf- 
fer him to ſeize his own, and take the Rights 
of Love ; and I believe lhe was not long "eliſt- 
10g thoſe Arms, where ſhe ſo long'd to be; and 
having Opportunity, Nightand Silence, Youth, 
Love and Deſire, he ſoon prevail'd ; -and ra- 
viſh'd in a Moment, whac.his old Grandfather 
had been endeavouring for ſo many Months. 

'Tis not to be imagin'd che Satisfaction of 
theſe two young Lovers; nor the Vows ſhe 
made him, that ſhe remain'd a ſpatleſs Maid, 
till thar Night ; and chat what ſhe did with his 
Grand-father, had robb'd him of no part of 
her Virgin-Honour, the Gods, in Mercy and 
Juſtice, having reſerv'd that for her plighred

This 'he ſpoke with a Voice fo refolv'd and 
afſur'd, that they ſoon | retir'd from;the Door,

but cry'd, *Ti: by th: King? Corman we are 
come'; and being [ati;fy'd by thy Voice, O Prince, 
as much as if we had enter'd, we can repirt to 196 
King the Truth of all bis Fears, aud leave thee ts 
prow:Te for thy own Safety, as thou art advis'd by 
thy Friends. 

Ar theſe Words they departed, and lefr the 
Prince to take a ſhort and ſad Leave of his 1- 


moinda; who truſting ip the ſtrength of her 


Charms, believ'd ſhe ſhou'd appeaſe the Fury 


of a jealous King, by ſaying, She was furpriz'd, 


and that ir was by force of Arms he got into 
her Apartmerit. Alt] her Concern now was 


' for his Life, and therefore ſhe haſten'd him to 


the Camp ; and with much a-do, prevail d on 
him cog» : Nor was it ſhe alone that prevail'd, 
Aboan and Onahal both pleaded, and both aſ- 
ſar'd him of a Lye that ſhou'd be well enough 


contriv'd to ſecure Imnda. So thar, at Jait, 


with a Heart ſad as Death, dving Eyes, and 
ſighing Soul,” Orcondko departed, and took his 
way ro the Camp. 

It was not long afcer the King in perſon came 
ro the Oran ; where beholding Imoindz with 
Rage in his Eyes , he upbraided her Wicked- 
neſs and Perfidy, and threatning her Royal 
Lover, ſhe fell on her Face at his Pe&®-be- 
dewing the Floor with her Tears, and implo- 
ring his Pardon for a Fault which ſhe had not 
with her Wi committed; as Onahal, who 
was alſo proftrare with her, cou'd reſtihe : 
Thar, "unknown to her, he had broke ingo 
her Apartment, and raviſh'd her. She ſpoke 
this much” againft her Conſcience ; bur to 
ſave” her own' Life, *twas abſolutely neceſſary 
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ſhe ſhou'd feign this Falſity. She knew it 
cou'd not injure the Prince, he being fled to 
an Army that wou'd ſtand by him, againſt 
any Injuries that ſhou'd affault him. How- 
ever, this laſt Thought of Imonida's being ra- 
viſh'd, chang'd the Meaſures of his Revenge ; 
and whereas before he defign'd to be himſe't 
ber Executioner, he now reſolv'd ſhe ſhou'd 
not die. Bur as it is the greateſt Crime in na- 
ture amongſt 'em to touch a Woman, atter ha- 
ving been poſſefs'd by a Son, a Father or a 
Brother ; ſo-now he look'd on Imoinda as a 
polluted thing, wholly unfit for his Embrace ; 
nor wou'd he reſign.her, tro his Grand-ſon, be- 
cauſe ſhe had receiv'd the Royal Veil. Hethere- 
fore removes her from the Oran, with Onabal ; 
whom he put into ſafe Hands, with Order 
they ſnow'd be both fold off, as Slaves, to ano- 
ther Country,tither Chriſtian, or Heathen; twas 
no matter where. :' - 

. This cruel Sentence; worſe than Death, they 
implor'd, might be reversd; but their Prayers 
were vain, and it was put in Execution accord- 
inglv, and that with ſo- much Secrecy, that 
hone, cither withour, or within the Oraz, 
knew ony thing of their Abſence, or their 
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' The ond King, nevertheleſs, executed this 
with a great deal of Reluctancy ; but he be- 
ley'd he bad made a very great Conqueſt over 
himſelf, when he had once. refolv'd, and-had 

.p*iiorm d what he refolv'd. He believ'd now, 
-rhat his Love had been unjuſt ;- and- chat- he 
zcoud not,expett rhe Gods, or Captain, of the 
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ſhoud ſuffer a better Conſequence from ſo 1!) a 
Cauſe. He now begins to hold Orconoko cx- 
cusd.; andto fay, he had Reaſon for what he 
did: And now every Body cou'd affure the 
King, how . paſſionately 1201744 was belov'd 
by the Prince ; even thoſe confeſs'd it now, 
who: ſaid the contrary before his Flame was a- 
bared. So that the King being old, and nor 
able co defend himſelf in War, and having no 
Sons of all his Race remaining alive, bur only 
this, tro maincain him on his Throne; and 
looking on this as a Man diſfobligd, firſt by 
the Rape of his Miſtreſs, or rather, Wife ; and 
now by deprjying of him wholly of her, he 
fear'd, might make him deſperate, and do ſome 
cruel thing, eicher to himſelf, or his old Grand- 
father, the Offender ; he began to repent him 
extreamly of the Contempt he had, in his 
Rags, put on Imoinda. Pdes he conſider'd 
he ought in Honour to have kill'd her, for this 
Offence, if it had been one : He ought to have 
had ſo much Value and Conſideration for a 
Maid of her Quality, as to have nobly pur her 
to death; and not to have fold her like a 
common Slave, the greateſt Revenge, and the 
moſt diſgraceful of any; and ro which they a 
thouſand times prefer Death, and implore it ; 
as Imoinda did, but cou'd not obtain that Ho- 
nour. Secing therefore ic was certain that 
Oroopeko, wou'd highly reſent this Aﬀront, he - 
thaughe. good. to make ſame Excuſe for his 
Raſhneſs. co him; and to that. End he ſenc a 
lellenger to the Camp, wich Orders to treat 
with Him! about the Marter, to gain his Par- 
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bur that by no means he ſhovu'd tell him, ſhe 
was ſold, bur fecretly put to death ; for he 


| knew | he ſhou'd never obtain his Pardon for 


the other. o_ 

When the Meſſenger came, he found the 
Prince upon the point of Engaging with the 
Enemy ; but as ſoon as he heard of the Arri- 
val of the Meſſenger, he commanded him to 
his Tent, where he embrac'd him, and'receiv d 
him with Joy ; which was ſoon abated, by the 
down-caſt Looks of the Meſſenger, who was 
inſtantly demanded the Cauſe by Oroonoko, 
who, impatient of Delay, ask'd a thouſand 
Queſtions in a Breath; and all concerning 1-0- 
inda : But there needed little Return, for he 
cou'd almoſt anſwer himſelf of all he demand- 
ed, from his Sighs and Eyes.

Oroonoko reply d, with a deep Sigh, and a lan- 
gviſhing Voice,- —I am arm'd againſt their wor ſt 
Efforts-—— ; for I know they will tell me, Tmo- 
inda « 0 more—— ; and after that, you may 
ſpare the reſt. Then, commanding him to riſe, 
he laid himſelf on a Carpet, under a rich Pa- 
vithon, and remaind a good while filent; and 
was hardly heard-to figh: When he was come

to deliver that-part of his Embaſſy, whith the

Prince had not yet devin'd : And the Prince 
cry'd, I permit thee—— Then he told him the 
Affiiction the old King was in, for the Raſhneſs 
he had committed in his Cruelty to Imoinda ;

ſence, and to implore the Prince wou'd not 
ſutfer that Loſs to touch his Heart too ſenſi- 
bly, which now all the Gods cou'd not reſtore 
him, but might recompence him in Glory, 
which he begg'd he wou'd purſue ; and thar 
Death, that comman Revenger of all Injuries, 
wou'd ſoon even the Account between him, 
anda feeble old Man. 

Oroonoko bad him return his Duty to his 
Lord and Maſter; and to aſſure him, there

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Looks, that preſag'd no good Luck, ſuffer'd a 
chouſand Fears to take Poſleſſion of their 
Hearts, and the Enemy to come even upon 
'em, before they wou'd provide for their Safe- 
ty, by any Defence ; and though they were 
affur'd by ſome, who had a mind to animate 
'em, that they ſhou'd be immediately headed 
by the Prince, and that in the mean time A4b:- 
an had Orders to command as'Genera}l; yet 
they were 'fo diſmay'd for-want of thar great 
Example of Bravery,-that they-cou'd-make bur 
a very 'feeble Reſiſtance ; -and-ar ilaſt, down- 
right, fled before the'Enemy, who-purſud 'em 
to the very Tents, killing 'em : Nor coud all 
Aboan's Courage, which that Day gait d him 
immortal Glory, ſhame *'em-into a Man;y De- 
fence of themſelves. The Guards thar were 
lſefe behind , about the Prince's Tent ,. :iceing 
the Soldiers flee before the Enemyy and ſcat-

While he was ſpeaking, he ſutfer'd his Peo- 
ple ro dreſs him for the Fieid ; and fallying 
out of his Pavillion, with more Life and V:- 
gour in his Countenance than ever he ſhew'd, 
he appear'd like ſome Diviue Power deſcended 
to ſave his Couniry-from Deſtruction j- and his 
People had purpoſely put him on all. things 
char might'make him ſhine with moſt Splendor, 
to ſtrike a 'reverend Awe into the Beholders. 
He flew into the thickeſt of thoſe that were 
purſuing his Men ; and being animated with 
Deſpat, he fought as if. he came on purpoſe 
to Gie, :and did ſuch things as wil] not be be- 
liev'd that Humane Strength cou'd perform ; 
and ſuch as ſoon inſpir'd all the reſt with new 
Courage, and new Order : And now: it was, 
thar they began to fight indeed. ; and ſo, as it

This Famoar afterwards became very. dear 
to him, being a Man very gallant, and of ex- 
cellent Graces, and fine Paris; ſo :that he ne- 
ver put him amongſt the Rank of Captives, as 
they usd to do, withqurt diſtinCtion,. for- the 
common Sale,. or Marker ; bur. kept bim in his 
own Court, where he retain'd nothing. of - the

Langulſh- 
ment ; which I have airen heard him ſay, had 
certainly kill'd him, but for the Converſation 
of this Prince and Aboan, the French Governor 
he had from his Childhood, of: whom I have 
ſpoken before, and who was a Man of admi- 
rable Wir, great Ingenuity and, Learning ;. all 
which he bad intus'd into his young Pupil. 
This French-Man was baniſh'd out of his own 
Country, for ſome: Herecical Notions he held ; 
and though he was a Man of very little Reli- 
gon, he had admirable Morals, and a brave

After the total Defeat of eas Army, 
which all fled, or. were left dead upen the 
Place, they ſpenc ſome time in the Camp.; 
Qreanaks chuling rather to remain a while. there 
in his Tents, than to enter into a Place, or hve 
in a Court where he had io lately ſuifer'd ſo 
great a Loſs. 'The Ofhcers therefore, who ſaw

Suments and Care of his Friends and Servans 
that he,more peculiarly priz'd, he wore off,in 
time a.great part of that Shagriew, and Torture 
of Deſpair, which che firſt Etforts of lmeinds's 
Death, bad given tim : Inſomuch as having re» 
ceivd a-thouſand kind Embaſlies from the King, 
and lavitazions to recurn ro Court, he apy « 
thoug!

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though with no little Reluctancy ; and when 
he did fo, there was a viſible Change in him, 
and for a long time he was much more melan- 
choly than before. Bur Time lefſens all Ex- 
treams, and rednces 'em 'to Mcdinms and Un- 
concern ; but no Motives or Beauries, though 
all endeavour it,con'd engage him in any ſort 
of Amour, though he had all the Tnvitations 
to it, both from his own Youth, and others 
Ambitions and Deſigns. 

Ofoonoks was no ſooner return'd from this 
laft Conqueſt, and receiv'd at Court with al! 
the Joy and Magnificence that cou'd be ex- 
preſsd to a young Victor, who 'was not only 
return'd triumphant, bur belov'd like a Deity, 
Ben there arrivd in the Port an Engli/ 

Ip. 

This Perfon had often before been in theſc 
Countries, and was very well known to Oroono- 
Fo, with whom he had rraffick'd 'for Slaves, 
atid had 'usd to do the fame with his Prede- 
ceflors. | | 

This Commander was a Man of a finer forc 
of Addreſs, and Converſation, better bred, and 
more engaging, than molt of that forr 6f Men 
are; ſo that he ſeem'd rather never to have 
been bred out of a Court, than almoſt all his 
Life at 'Sea. This Captain therefore was al- 
ays better receiv'd at Courr, than'moft of the 
. Traders to thoſe Countries were; and'efpeci- 
ally by Oromoko, who was more civilized, ac- 
cording to the Europe, Mode, ' than any other 
had been, and took more Delight'in'the 2/55:e 
Nations; and,” above all, Men'of Parts and 
Wit. "To this Captain” he fold abundance'of 
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his Slaves; and for the Favour and Eſteem he 
had for him, made him many Preſents, and 
oblig'd him to ſtay at Court as long as poſlibly 
he con'd., Which the Captain ſeenyd to take 
as a very great Honour done him, entertain- 
ing the Prince every Day with Globes and 
Maps, and Mathematical Diſcourſes and Inſtru- 
ments; eating, drinking, hunting and- living 
with him with ſo much Familiarity, that- it 
was not to be doubted, but he had gain'd very 
greatly upon the Heart of. this gallant young 
Man. And the Captain, in Return'of all theſe 
mighty Favours, beſought the Prince to ho- 
nour his Veſſel with his Preſence, ſome Day or 
other, to Dinner, before he ſhou'd ſer Sail ; 
which he condeſcended to accept, and ap- 
pointed his Day. The Captain, on his part, 
fail'd not to have all things in a Readineſs, in 
the moſt magnificent Order he cou'd poſſibly: 
And the Day being come, the Captain, in his 
Boar, richly adorn'd with Carpers and Velver- 
Cuſhions, row'd to the Shoar to receive the 
Prince ; -with another Long-Boar, where was 
placd all his Muſick and Trumpets, with which 
Oroonoko was extreamly delighred ; who met 
him on the Shoar, attended by his French Go- 
vernor, famoan, Aboan, and about an —_ 
of the nobleſt of the Youths of the Court : An 
after they had firſt carry'd the Prince on Board, 
the Boats 'ferch'd the feſt off; where they 
found a very ſplendid Treat, with all ſorts of 
fine Wines; and were as well entertaitn'd as 
'twas poflible in ſuch a place to be. | 
The” Pritice having drunk hard of Punch, 
ahd fzveral Sorts of Wine, as did all the 9X

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(for great Care was taken,” they ſhou'd want 
nothing of that part-of the Enterrainment ) was 
very merry, and in great Admiration of the 
Ship, for he had-never been in one+before ; fo 
thac-he was curious of beholding every. place, 
where he decently might deſcend: The reſt, 2 
no leſs curious, who were not quits overcome 
with Drinking, rambi'd at their. pleaſure Fvre 
and Aft, as their Fancies guided 'em : So thac 
the Captain, who had well laid his Delign be- 
fore, gavethe Word, and ſeiz'd on all his Gueſts; 
they: clapping great Irons ſuddenly; on the 
Prince, when he was leap'd down in the, Hold, 
to view-that part- of the Veſſel ; and -locking 
him faſt down, fecur d him. The fame Trea- 
chery.was us'd to all the reſt; and all in one 
Inſtant, in ſeveral] places of the Ship, -were 
laſh'd faſt in- Irons, and betray'd to Slavery. 
Fhatigreat Deſign over, they ſet all;Hands to 
work to hoiſe Sail; and with as treacherousand 
 faira Wind they made from the Shoar with this 
innocent" and glorious Prize, who: thought of 
nothing leſs than' ſuch an Entertainment,

This did not a little vex the Captain, and 
the more fo, becauſe, he found almoſt all of 
'em of the fame Humour ; fo that the loſs of 
ſo many brave Slaves, fo tall and goodly to 
behold, wou'd have been very conſiderable : 
He therefore, order'd one to go from him ( for 
he wou'd not be ſeen himſelf) to Oroonoko, and

but he-fixd his Eyes on him; and” finding 
ſomething ſo extraordinary in his Face, his 
Shape'and Mien, a Greatneſs of Look, and 
Haughtineſs in his Air, and finding he ſpoke 
Enpliſh, had'a:great mind' to be enquiring-into 
His-Qualicy and Fortune ; which, though Orec- 
[n0ko endeavour-to hide, by only confefling 
he'was/ above the' Rank of common Slaves , 


tha heconfelsd; and:from that Moment be- 
"ga To conceire {o vaſt an Eſteem for him, that 
be ever-aſter lov'd him as his'deareſt Brother, 
-and. Thew'd him all the Civilities due to fo great

"Tef ty was a very good Mathewatician, and 
+ Linguiſt ; '\cou'd fpeak :French and Spaniſh ; 
and'1n-the three Days: they remain'd ia the 
Boar {for' ſo long were they going "oy _ 
Y IP, 


Trefry ſoon. found he was: yer ſomething/greater 
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Ship, to the-Plantation ) he entertain. d Oros” 
noko ſo agreeibly with his Art and Diſcourſe, 
that he was no leſs pleas'd with Treſry, than 
he was with the Prince ; and he thought bhim- 
ſelf, ar leaſt, fortunate in this, that fince he 
was a Slave, as long as he wou'd ſulter himſelf 
to remain ſo, he had a Man of fo excellent Wit 
and Parrs for a Maſter : So that before they 
had finiſh'd their Voyage up the River, he 
made no ſcruple of declaring to Trefry all his 
Fortunes, . and: moſt pert of what I have here 
related, and put himſelf wholly into the Hands - 
of his new Friend, whom he found reſenting 
all the Injuries-were done him, and was charm d 
with all the Greatneſles of his Attions ; which 
were recited with that Modeſty, and de'icate 
Sence, as wholly vanquith'd him, and ſubdy'd 
him. to his Intereſt. And he promis'd him.on 
his Word and Honour, he wou'd find the 
Means to re-condudt him to his own. Coun- 
ry again: affuring him, he had a perfect Ab- 
horrence of ſo. diſhonourable an Action ; and 
\that he wou'd ſooner have dy*'d, than. bave 
Hteen the Author of ſirch a Perfidy. He found 
the Prince was very much concern'd to know 
what became of his Friznds, and how they 
took their Slavery ; and Trefry promisd to 
take care about the enguiring after cheir Con- 
dition, and that he ſhou'd have an Account of 
Though, as Orooneko afterwards ſaid, he had 
little Reaſon to credit the Words of a Backee» 
rary, yet he knew not why ; but he ſaw 3 
kind of Sincerity, and awful Truch in.the Face 
of Trefry ; he ſaw an Honeſty in bis Eyes, 7 


* 
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he found him wiſe and witty enough to under- 
ſtand Honour ; for it was one of his Maxims, 
A_ Man of Wit cou'd not be a Knave «© Villain. 
In their paſſage up the River, they pur in 
at ſeveral Houſes for Refreſhment ; and ever 
when they landed, numbers of People wou'd 
flock to behold this Man; not bur their Eyes 
were daily entertcain'd with the ſight of Slaves, 
but che Fame of Oroonoko was gone before him, 
and all People were in £dmirption of his Beau- 
ry. Beſides, he had a rich Habit on, in which 
he was taken, ſo different from the reſt, and 
which the Captain cou'd not ſtrip him of, be- 
cauſe he was forc'd to ſurprize his Perſon in 
the Minute he fold him. When he found his 
Habit made him liable, as he thought, to be 
gaz'd at the more, he begg'd Trefry to give him 
fomething more befitring a Slave ; which he 
did, and took off his Robes. Nevertheleſs, he 
ſhone through all; and his Oſerbrigs ( a fort of 
brown Holland Suit he had on} cou*d not con- 
ceal the Graces of his Looks'and Mien ; -and 
he'had no leſs Admirers, than when he hags 
his dazeling Habit on: The Royal Youth ap- 
pear'd in ſpight of the Slave, and People cou'd 
not help treating him after a different manner, 
withour deſigning it: As ſoon as they ap- 
proach'd him, they venerated ' and efteem'd 
him ; his Eyes inſenſibly commanded Reſpect, 
and his Behaviour inſinuated ir into every Soul. 
So” that there was nothing talk'd of but this 
young and gallant Slave, even by thoſe who 
yet knew not that he was a Prince. 
buy-any Slaves but they give *tm ſome Name 
FF. | of

of their own, their native ones being likely 
very barbarous, and hard to pronounce ; fo 
that Mr. Trefry gave Oroonoko that of Cefar ; 
which Name will live in that Ccuntry as lohg 
as thar (ſcarce more ) glorious one of the great 
Roman ; for tis moft evident, he wanted no 
pare of the Perſonal Courage of that Czfar, 
and acted things as memorable, had they been 
done .in ſome pare of the World replenifh'd 
with People, and Hiſtorians, that might have 
given him his due. But his Misfortune was, 
co fall in an obſcure Wor'd, that afforded onlv 
a Female Pen to celebrate his Fame ; though 
I doubr nor but ir had liv d from others Endea- 
vours, if the Dutch, who, immediate'y after 
his Time, took that Country, had not killd, 
bamſh'd and diſpers'd all thoſe that-were ca- 
Pable of giving the World this great Man's 
Life, much better than I have done. And 
Mr. Trefry, who defign'd it, dy d before he 
began it ; and bemoan'd himſelf for not naving 
undertook it in time. 
*2- For the future therefore, I muſt call Orcenc- 
ko, Cziar, ſince by that Name only he was 
known in our Weſtern World, and by thar 
Name he was receiv'd on Shoar at Parhar- 
Houſe, where he was deſtin'd a Slave. But if 
the King. himſelf -( God bleſs him) had come 
a-ſhore, there cou'd not have been greater 
Expectations by all the whole Plantation, and 
thoſe neighbouring ones, than was cn ours ac 
that time-; and he: was receiv'd more. like a 
; Governor, than a Slave. Notwithſtanding,,zs 
the Cuſtom'was, they aſflign'd him his Portion 
of Land, his Houſe, and his Buſiqefs, up. in the 
: . &-5 Plantation. 
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Plantation. Bur as it was more for Form, than 
any Deſign, to put him to his Task, he endurd 
no more of rhe-Slave but the Nate, and re- 
main'd ſome Days in the Houſe, receiving all 
Viſits that wcre made him , without ſtirring 
rowards that part of the Plantation where the 
Iegroes Were. F 
Ar laſt, he woud needs go view his Land, 
his Houſe, and the Buſineſs afſign'd him. Bur 
he no ſoouer came to the Houſes of the Slaves, 
which are like a littie Town by ic ſelf, the Ne- 
groes all having lefr Work, but they all came 
forth te behold him, and found he was thiac 
Prince who had, at ſeveral times, fold moſt of 
em ro theſe Parts; and, from a Veneration 
they pay to great Men, eſpecially if they know 
'em, and from the Surprize and Awe they had 
at the fight of him. they all caft themſelves at 
his Feet, crying out, in their Language, L:vc, 
O King! Long live, O King! And kiſſing his 
Feer, paid him even Divine Homege. 
Several Exgliſh Gentlemen were with him; 
and what Mr. Trefry had told *em, was here 
confirm'd ; of which he himſelf before had no 
other Wirneſs than Ceſar himfelf: Burt he 
was infinitely glad to find his Grandure con- 
frm'd by the Adoration of :i1 rhe Slaves. 
Cz/ar troubl'd with their Over-Joy, and 
Over-Ceremony, beſought *em to riſe, and to 
receive him as their Fellow-Slave; affuring 
them, he was no better. At which they ſer 
up with one Accord a moſt terrible and hidi- 
ous Mourning and Condoling, which he and 
the Engliſh had much a-do to appeaſe ; but ar 
aft they prevaikd with'em, and they prepar'd 
Tl TEL E291 all 
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all their barbarous Muſick, and drery one kill d 
and dreſsd ſomething of his own Stock ( for 
every Family has their Land a-part, on which, 
at their leiſure-times, they breed all eatable 
things ; and cjubbing it together, made a moſt 
magnificent Supper, inviting their Grandee Cap- 
tain, their Prince, to honour it. with his Pre- 
ſence ; which he did, and ſeveral Engl: with 
him ; where _y all waited on him, ſome play- 
ng, others dancing betore Nm all the time, aCc- 
coruing to the Manners. ct their ſeveral Nati- 
ons ; and with unwearicu Induſtry, endea- 
vouring to pleaſe and delight him. 

While they fat ac Mear, Mr. Trefry told C#- 
far, that moſt of theſe young Slaves Were un- 
done in Love, with a ane She-S! ave, Whom 
they. had had about Six Months on their Land - 
the Prince, who never heard the Name of Zeve 


without a Sigh, nor any mention of it without 


the Curiolity of examining further mto that 
rale, which of all Diſcourtes was, moſt agree- 
able to him, asked, how they came ro be fo 


Unhappy, as to be ail Undone-for one fair 
| Fave? - Trefry, who was naturally Amorous, 


and lov'd to talk of Love as well as 2ny body, 
proceeded to teil him, they had che moſt charm- 
ng Black that ever was beheld on cheir Planta- 
tion, about fifreen or fixteen Years old, as he 
pueſs'd; thar, for his part, he had done nothing 
bur Sigh for her ever ſince ſhe came ; and that 
all the #bize Beauties he had ſeen, never 


. charnvd |him-fo abſolutely as rhis fine Creature 


hed done; and:that no Man, of any Nation, 
ever beheld:her; ithar did nor fallin Love-with 
het; and: that. ſhe: had. all the. S/d ves. p&rPary- 

"+ nally 
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ally at her Feet ; and the whole Country re- 
ſounded with the Fame of Cl/emene, for fo, faid 
he, we have Chrilt'ned her : Bur ſhe denies us 
all with ſuch a noble Diidain, that 'tis a Mi: a- 
cle to ſee, that ſhe, who can give ſuch eternal 
Defires, ſhou'd her ſelf be all Ice, and all Un- 
concern. She is adorn'd with the moft Grace- 
ful Modeſty that every beaurity d Youth ; tne 
ſofreſt Sigher——— that, if ſhe were capable 
of Love, one woud iwear ſhe languiſh'd for 
forme abſenr happy Man; and fo recird, as if 


fhe fear'd a Rape even from the God of Day ; 
GF that the Breezes wou'd ſteal Kilies from her 


delicate Mouth. Her Task of Work ſome t1gh- 


ing Lovcr every Day makes it bis Petition. to. - 


perform for her, which ſhe exceptrs- Bluſhing, 
and with Reluctancy, for fear he will ask'her 
a Look for a Recompence, which he dares not 
preſume ro hope ; ſo great an Awe ſhe ſtrikes 
into the Hearts of her Admirers. I do not. on- 
der, replied the Prince, tha: Ciemene ſhow 4 re- 
fuſe Slaves, being, as you ſay, ſo Beautitſui ;, but 
22nder how ſhe eſcapes thoſe who can entert amber 
as Jou can do: or why, bemg yeur Slave, you dn 
not oblige her to yield. I cenfeſs, ſaid Trefry, when 
I have, againſt ber Will, entertain'd her with Love 
fo Iewg, as tobe tranſported with my Paſjjos ; 
even 'above Decency, I have becn ready to make 
uſe of thoſe advantages of Strength and Force Na- 
ture has given me. But oh ! ſhe diſarms me, with 
that Modeſty and Weeping, ſo tender and {0 mo- 
wing, that I retire, and thank my Stars ſhe over- 


came me. The Company laugh'd at his Civi-- 


lity to a Slave, and Ce/ar only applauded the: 


Nableneſs of his Paſſion and:Nature; ſince thac | 
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Slave might be Nobie, or, what was better, 
have true Notions of Honour and Vertue in 
hcr. Thus paſs'd they this Nighr, after having 
received, from the Slaves, all imaginable Re- 
ſpect and Obedience. 

The next Day Trefry askd Cz/ar to walk, 
when the Heat was allay'd, and deſignedly 
carried him by the Cortage of the fair Slave ;; 
and told him, ſhe whom he ſpoke of laſt Night 


| livd there retir'd. Bur, ſays he, 1 wouls nt 


wiſh you r0 Approaci, for, I am ſare, you will be 
in Love as ſoon as you behold her. Ceſar alſur'd 


him, he was proof againſt all the Charms of 


char Sex; and that if he imagin'd his Hearc 
cou'd be fo perfidious to Love again, after 
Imoinda, he beiiev d he ſhould tear it from his 
Boſom ; "They had no ſooner ſpoke, bur a lir- 
tie ſhock Dog, that Clemene had preſented her, 
which ſhe took great Delight m, ran out ; and 


ſhe, not knowing any body was there, ran to 
get It In again, and boired our on thoſe who 


were juſt Speaking of her : When ſeeing them, 
ſhe woud'have run in again ;- but 7refry caught 
her by the Hand, and ory'd, Clemene, hows 
ever you fly a Lover, you ought to pay ſome Reſ pecF 
to twes Stranger : ( pointing to Ceſar }) But ſhe, 


as if ſhe had refolv'd never to raiſe her Eyes to 


the Face of a Man again, bent 'em the more to 


the”Earth, whea he ſpoke, and gave the Prince 
the Leaſure to-look the more at her. There 
needed-no-long Gazing, or ' Conſideration, to _ 


examin, who this: fair Creature was ; he ſoon 


law'imanda all over her ; in a Minute be ſaw 
her-Face,' hee Shape, her Air, her Modeſty, 


and-all.-chax calld- "forch his: Soul with jones 
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His Eyes, and Jeft his Body deftitnte of almoſt 
Life; ic ſtood without Mncion, and, for a Mi- 
nute, knew not that ic had a Being ; *: and;-{ 
believe, he had never come to himſelf, fo op- 
preſs d he was with Over-joy, if he had not 
mer with this Allay, char he perceiv d Imnd: 
fall dead in the Hands of Trefſry : This awa- 
kew'd him, and he ran to her Aid, and caught 
her in his Arms where, by degrees, ſhe came 
ro her ſeif; and *ris needlets to tell with whac 
Trznſports, what Excafies of Joy, they both a 
'Vhile beheld each other, wichour Speaking ; 
then Snatch'd each other to their Arms; then 
Gaze again. as if they ſtill doubred whether 
rhey polled rhe B'eſfing: They Grafp'd : 
bur when they recover'd their Speech, *cis nor 
to be imagin'd, what tender Things they ex- 
preſs'd to each other; wondering what ftrange 
Fate had brought *em again together.

-roonoko. GE Trefry 
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Trefry was infinitely pleas d wich this Novel, 
and found this Clemene was rhe Fair Miſtreſs of 
whom C#/ar had before ſpoke; and was nor a 
lictle facisfied, rhat Heaven was ſo kind to the 
Prince, as to (weeten his Misfortunes by fo lucky 
an Accident ; and leaving the Lovers to them- 
ſelves, was Impatient to come down to Par- 
bam-Hoaſle, ( which was on the fatne Plantation ) 
to give mean Account of what nad hapned. 1 
was as impatient to make theſe Lovers a Viſit, 
' having already made a Friendi{hip with Cz/ſar; 
and from his own Mouth learn'd what I have 
related, which was confirmed by his French- 
man, who was ſet on Shoar to ſeek his For- 
tunes; and of whom they coud not make a 
Slave, becauſe a Chriſtian ; and he came daily 
to Parham-Hill to ſee and pay his ReſpeCts to 
his Puple Prince : So that concerning and in- 
treſting my ſelf, in all char relaced co Czar, 
whom I had afſur'd of Liberty, as ſoon as the 
Governor arriv'd, I haſted preſentiy to rhe 
Place were the Lovers were, and was infinitely 
glad to find this Beautiful young S$/2ve ( who 
had already gairi'd all our Efteems, for her 
Modeſty and her extraordinary Prettyneſs ) 
to be the fame 1 had heard Cz/ar ſpeak fo much 
of, One may imagine chen we paid her a 
treb!e Reſpect ; and chough from her being 
carv'd in fine Flowers and Birds all over her 
Body, we took her to be of Quality before, yer, 
when he knew Clemene was lm-oinda, we eou'd 
not enough admire her. 

Lhad for got to tell you, that thoſe who are 
Nobly born of that Country, are ſo delicately 
Cur and: Rac'd all over the fore-part ow tho 
Fu | run 
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Trunk of cheir Bodies, that i: Ioks as if it were 
Vapan'd; the Works being raifed like high 
Poynt round the Efges of the Flowers: Some

thoſe who are ſo Carv'd over the Body, re-

From that happy Day Celar took Clemene 
for his Wife, to the general ſoy of all Peop'e; 
and there was as much Magnificence as the 
Country wou'd afford ar the Celebration of 
this Wedding : and in a very ſhort time after 
the conceiv'd with Child ; which made C/r 
even adore her, knowing he was the laſt of his 
(Great Race. This new Accident. made him 
more Imparient of Liberty, and he was every

is theirs to whom the Parents belong : This 
Thought. made him very uneaſy, and his Sul- 
lenneſs gave them ſome Jealouſies of him ; 1q 
that I was oblig'd by ſome Perſons, who fear'd 
a Mutiny ( which is very Fatal ſomerimes i In

that they exceed the Whites in vaſt Numbers) 
to diſcourſe with Ceſar, and to give him all 
the Satisfaction I prſiivly cou'd ; they knew he 
and Clemene were ſcarce an Hour in a Day frou 
my Lodgings 3 ; thar they eat with me, and thac 
I oblig'd *em in all chings | was Capable of > I 
entertain'd him with the Lives of the Romans, 
and great Men, which coarm'd him to my 
Company ; and her r, with reaching her all the 
pretty Works thzt | was Miſtreſs of ; and tel- 
ling her Stories of Nuns, and endeav GUTINg tO 
bring her to the knowlecg e of the rue God. 
Bur of all Diſcourſes Czar 1; 2d that the worlit, 
and wou'd never be reconcii'd to our Notions 
of the Trinity, of which he ever made a Jeſt ; 
it was a Riddle, he faid, wouw'd uri bis Brain 
to Concelve, and one cou'd not make him un- 
derſtand what Faich was. However, rhcſe 
Converſations fail'd not alrogether fo well ro 
divert him, that he lik'd the Company of us 
Women much above the Men; for he cou'd 
not Drink; and he is bur an il] Companion in 
that Country that cannot: So that Gbliging 
him to love us very well, we had 1) rhe Liber- 
ry of Speech with him \ eſpecially my ſeit, whona 
he cal'd his Great Miſtreſs : and indeed my 
Word wou'd go a grear way with him. For 
theſe Reaſons, I had Opportunity to rake no- 
tice to him, that he was not well p'eas'd of 
late, as he us'd to be ; was more retird and 
thoughtful ; a1d rold him, I rook it 11} he 
ſhou'd Suſpect we we'd break our Wordes with 


him, and not permit both him and Clemo to. 


1eturn to his own Kingdom, woich was tint fo 
long a way, but when he was ot:ce on his Voy-= 
age 
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aze he wou'd quickly arrive there. He made 
me ſome Anſwers that ſhew d a doubt :in him, 
which made me ask what advantage It wou d 
be to doubr? it would but give us a Pear of 
him, and poſſibly compel us to treat him ſoas I 
ſhou'd be very loath to dehold: that is, it might

'more to this efrect he ſpoke, with an Air im- 
patient enough to make me know he wou'd not 
be long in Bondage; and though he ſufler'd 
only the Name of a Slave, and had nothing of 
the Toil and Labour of one, yer that was ſuf- 
ficient to render him Uneaſy ; and he had been 
too long Idle, who .us'd to. be always in Ati- 
on, and in Arms: He had a Spirit al Rough 


and Fierce, and that cou'd not be tam'd to lazy 


Reſt; and though all endeavours were us'd ro 
Exercile himſelfinſuch ARtions and Sports as this

which C-/ar took great Delight ro overcome ; 

et theſe were not Actions great enough for 
fi large Soul, which was ſtill panting after more 
renown d Attion. 

Before I parted that Day with him, Igor, 
with much ado, a Promiſe from him to reſt 
yet a litle longer with Patience, and wait the 
coming of the Lord Governor, who was every 
Day expected on our Shore ; he allur'd me he 
wound, and this Promiſe he deſired me to know 
was given perfectly in Complaiſance to me, in 
whom he had an intire Conhdence. 

Aiter this, I neicher thought it convenient 
to truſt him much out of our View, nor did 
che Country who feard him ; bur with one 
accord it was advisd to treat him Fairly, and 
oblige him to remain within ſuch a compaſs, and 
chat he ſhou'd be permitted, as ſeldom as cou'd 
be, togoupto the Planrariong of che Negroes; 
or, if he did, to be accompany d by ſome that. 
ſhou' 4 be rather in appearance Attendants than 
Spys. This Care was for ſome time raken, and 
Ceſar look'd upon it as a Mark of extraordina- 
Ty Reſpect, and was glad his diſcontent had ob- 
Iig'd 'em ro: be more obſervanc to him ; he re- 
ceived new aflurance from the Overleer, which 
was confirmed to him-by the Opinion of all the 
Gentlemen of the Country, who made their 
court to: him : During this time that we — 
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his Company more frequently than hitherto 


we had had, it may nor be unv»leaſant to re- 
late'to you the Diverſions we entertain'd kim 
with, or rather he us. 

My ſtay” was tobe ſhort in that Country, 
becauſe my Father dy'd at Sea, and never ar- 
riv'd to polleſs the Honour was deſizn'd him, 
( which was Lieurenane-General of Six and 
thirty Iflands, beſides the Continent of S#r:- 
%am ) nor the advantages he hop'd to reap by 
them ; ſo that though we were oblig'd to con- 
tinue on our Voyage, we did not intend to ſtay 
upon the Place . Though, in a Word, I muſt 
fay thus much of it, That certainly had his late 
Majeſty ,of facred Memory, but'fſeen and known 
what a-vaſt and charming World he had been 
Maſter of jn that Continent, he would never 
have parted fo Eaſily with it to the Dutch. 'Tis 
a Continent whoſe vaſt Extent was never yet 
known.and may contain more Noble Earth than 
allthe Univerſe beſides; for, they ſay, it re.ches 
from Eaſt to Weſt one Way as tar as China, and 
another to Pers: Ir affords all things both for 
Beauty and We ; 'tisthere Eternal Spring, al- 
ways the very Months of April, May and Fune; 
the. Shades are perperual, the Trees, bearing 
at once atl degrees of Leaves and Fruit, from 
blooming Buds to ride Autumn ; Groves of 
Oranges, Limons, Citrons, Figs, Nutmegs, and 
noble Aromaticks,. continually bearing their 
Fragrancies. The Trees appearing all like Noſ:- 
gays adorn'd with Flowers of different kind ; 
ſome, are all White, fome Purple, ſore Scarler, 
ſome Blew, ſome Yellow ; bearing, atthe ſame 
erme; Ripe Fruitand Blooming Young, or pro- 
Bp | LS ducing 
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ducing every Day new. The very Wood of 


all theſe Trees have an intrinfick Value above 
common Timber ; for chey are, when cur, of 
different Colours, glorious to. beho! d; and beac 
a Price conſiderable, tr inlay withal. Beſides 
this, they yie'd rich Ba! m, and Gums; ſo that 
we make our Candles of ſuchan Aromartick Sub- 
ſtance, as. does not only give a ſufficient Light, 

but, as they Burn, they cait their Perfumes all 
abour. Cedar is the common Firing, and all 
the Houſes are buii: with it. The very Meat 
we eat, when ſzton tne Table, if it be Native, 
I mean of the Country, perfumes the whole 
Room ; eſpecially a little Beaſt cali'd an Arma- 
dilly, a thing which I can liken co nothing fo 
well as a Rhinoceros; 'tis all in white Armor fo 
joynred, thar it moves as wellin it, as if ithad 
nothing on ; this Bzaſt is about the bigneſs of a 
Pig of Six. Weeks old. But it were endleſs to 
give an Account of all the divers Wonderfull 
and Strange things chat Country affords, and 
which we took a very great Delighr ro go in 
ſearch of; though thoſe Adventures are otren- 
times Fatal and acleaſt Dangerous: Bur while 

we had Cz/ar in our Company on theſe De- 
ſigns we fear'd no harm, nor ſuffer d any. 

As ſoon as I came into the Country, the 
beſt Houle in it was preſented me cali d St. Fobn's 
Hill. It ftood on a vaſt Rock of white Marble, 
at the Foot of which the River ran a vaſt deprh 
down, and not to be deſcended on that ile : - 
che little Waves ſtil] daſhing and waſhing che 
foot of this Rock, made = ſofreſt Murmurs 
and Purlings in the World; and the Oppoſite 
Bank was adorn'd with ſuch vaſt quantities of 

F dyterent 
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different Flowers eternally Blowing, and eve. 
ry Day and Hour new, fenc'd behind 'em with 
lofty Trees of a Thouſand rare Forms and Co- 
lours, that the Proſpect was the moſt raving 
that Sands can create, On the Edg- of this 
white Rock, towards the River, was a Walk 
or Grove-of Orange and Limon Trees, abour 
halfrhe length of che Marl here, whoſe Flowery 
and Fruity bear Branches meet at the top, and 
hinderd the Sun, whoſe Rays are very tierce 
there, from entering a Beam into the Grove ; 
and the cool Air that came from the «River 
made it not only fit to entertain People in, ar 
all the hotreſt Hours of the Day, bur refreſh'd 


the ſweet Bloſſoms, and made it always Sweet 


and Charming ; - and ſure the whole Globe of 
the World cannot ſhow ſo delightful a Place 
as this Grove was: Not all the Gardens of 
boaſted i:aly can produce a Shade to our-vie 
this, which Nature had joyn'd with Art to 
render ſo exceeding Fine ; and 'tis a marvel to 
ſee how ſuch vaſt Trees, as big as Ezglih Oaks, 
cou'd rake footing on ſo folid a Rock, and in fo 
little Earth, as cover'd that Rock ; bur all chings 
by Nature there are Rare, Delightful and Wor 
derful. But to our Sports. | 
Sometimes we wou'd go ſurprizing, and in 
ſearch of young Tigers in their Dens, watching 
when the old Ones went forth to forage for 
Prey; and oftentimes we have been in great 
Danger, and have fled a-pace for our Lives, 
when ſurprizd by che Dams. But once, above 
all other times, we went on this Deſign, and 
Ceſar was With us, who had no ſooner ſtol'n 
a young 7ger from her Neſt; . but going off, 
WE 
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we incounter'd the Dam, - bearing a Burtock 
of a Cow, which he had corn off with his 
mighcy Paw, and going with it towards his 
Den; we had only four Women, Czfar; and 
an- Ezgliſh Gentleman, Brother to Harry Mar- 
tin, the great Oliverian; we found there was 
no eſcaping this inrag'd and ravenous Beaſt. 
Howevcr, we Women fled as faſt as we coud 
from it ; but our Heels had not fav'd our Lives, 
if C</ar had not laid down his Cab, when he 
found the Tiger quit her Prey to make the 
more ſpeed towards him and taking Mr. Mar- 
tin's Sword, defii'd him to ſtand afide, or fol- 
low the Ladies. He obey'd him, and Ceſar 
met this monſtrous Beaſt of might, ſize, and 
vaſt Linbs, who came wich open Jaws upon 
him ; and fixing his Awtul ſtern Eyes full upon 
thoſe of the Beaſt, :nd purting himſelf info a 
very ſteddy and good aiming poſture of De- 
fence, ran his Sword quite through his Breaſt 
down to his very Hearr, home to the Hitt of 
the Sword ; the dying Beaſt ſtrerch'd forth her 
Paw, and going ro graſp his Thigh, furpriz'd 
with Death in that very moment, did him no 
other harm than fixing her long Nails in his 
Fleſh very deep, feebly wounded him, but 
cou'd not gratſp the Fleſh to tear off any. 
When he had done this, he hollow'd to us 
to return; which, after ſome aſſurance of his 
Victory, we did, and found him lugging out 
the- Sword: from the Boſom of the Tiger, who 
was laid it her Bloud on the Ground ; he took 
up the Cub, and with an unconcern, thar nad 
nothing of the Joy or Gladneſs of_a Victory, 


he came and laid che Whelp at my Feet: We 
F 3 all 
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all extreamly wonder'd at his Daring, ard at 
the Bigneſs of the Beaſt, which was about the 
highth of an Heifer, but of mighty, grear, and 
itrong Limbs. | 
Another time, being in the Woods. he kill 
a Tiger, which had long infeſted that part, and 
born away abundance of Sheep and Oxen, and 
other things, that were for the ſupporr of thol? 
to whom they belong'd ;_ abundance of Peopic 
aſlail'd this Beaſt, ſome affirming they had ſhor 
her with ſeveral Bullets quite chrough the Bo- 
dy, at ſeveral times; and ſome ſwearing they 
ſhort her through the very Heart, and tney 
believ d ſhe was a Devil rather chan a Mortal 
thing. Ceſar, had often ſaid, he had a mind 
to.encounter this. Monſter, and ſpoke with fe- 
veral Gentlemen who had attempted her ; one 
crying, I ſhot her with ſo many poyſon'd Ar- 
rows, another with his Gun in this part of 
her, and another in that ; ſo that he remark- 
ing al! theſe Places where ſhe was ſhot, fancy'd 
ſtill he ſhau'd overcome her, by giving her an- 
other ſort of a Wound than any had yet done ; 
and one day ſaid (at the Table ) What Trophies 
and Garlands Ladies will you make me, if 1 bring 
you bome the Heart of this Ravenons Beaſt, that 
eats up all your Lambs gnd Pigs? We ail pro- 
mis'd he ſhou'd be rewarded at al! our Hands. 
So taking a Bow, which he chus'd out of a 
great many, he went up in the Wood, with 


- two Gentlemen, where he imagia'd this De- 


vourer to be; they had not pait very far in 
it, but they heard her Voice, growling and 
grumbling, as if ſhe were pleas'd_ with ſome- 
thing ſhe was doing. When they came in 

| | view, 
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view, they found her muzzling in the Belly 
of a new raviſh'd Sheep, which ſhe had rorn 
open ; and ſeeing her ſelf approach, ſhe took 
faſt hold of her Prey, with her fore Paws, and 


ſera very fierce raging Look on Czf{ar, with- 


out offering to approach him ; for fear, at the 
ſame time, of loſing what ſhe h:d in Poſleſſi- 
on. So that C4/ar remain'd a good while, on- 
ly taking aim, and getting.an opportunity to 
ſhoot her where he deſign'd ; *twas ſome time 
before he cou'd accompliſh it, and to wound 
her, and not kill her, wou'd but have enragd 
her more, and indanger'd him : He had a Qui- 
ver of Arrows at his ſide, fo thar if one fail'd 
he cou'd be ſupply'd ; ar laſt, retiring a little, 
he gave her opportunity to eat, for hefound 
ſhe was Ravenous, and fell too as ſoon as ſhe 
ſaw him retire ; being more eager of her Prey 
than of doing new Miſchiets. When he going 
ſofrly ro one ſide of her, and hiding his Perſon 
behind certain Herbage that grew high and 
thick, he took fo good aim, that, as he inten- 
ded, he ſhot her juſt into the Eye, and the Ar- 
row was ſent with ſo good a will, and fo ſure 


a hand, that it ſtuck in her Brain, and made 


her caper, and become mad fora moment or 
two ; but being ſeconded by another Arrow, 
he fell dead upon the Prey : Cz/ar cut him 
Open with a Knife, to ſee where thoſe Wounds 
were thac had been reported to him, and why 
he did nor Die of 'em. Bur I ſhall now relate 
a thing that poſſibly will find no Credit among 
Men, becaule *cis a Notion commonly receiv'd 
with us, That nothing can receive a Wound 
in the Heart and Live; bur when che Heart of 
SR On F 2 this 
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this courageous Animal was taken out, there 
were Seven Bullets of Lead in it, and the 
Wounds ſeam'd up with great Scars, and the 
liv'd with the Bullers a great while, fot it was 
long fince they were ſhot: This Heart the 
Conqueror brought up to us, and 'twas a very 
great Curioſity, which all the .Country came 
toſee; and which gave Ce/ar occalion of many 
fine Diſcourſes; of Accidents i War, and 
ſtrange Eſcapes. 

At other times he wou'd go a Fiſhing ; and 
diſcourſing on that Diverſion, he found we had 
in that Country a very ſtrange Fifth, cal”d, a 
Numb Eel, (an Fe of which I have eaten) that 
while it is alive, ic has a quality fo Coid, that 
thoſe who are Angling, though with a Line of 
never fo great a length, with a Rod at the end 
of it, it ſhall, in the ſame minute the Bair is 
touched by this Ee/, ſeize him or her that helds 
the Rod with benumb'"dnefs, thar ſhall deprive 
*em of Senſe, for a while ; and ſore have fa!l'n 
into the Water, and others drop'd as dead on 
the Banks of the Rivers where they ſtood, as 
ſoon as this Fiſh rouches rhe Bair. Cz/zr usd 
to laugh at this, and believ'd it impoſſible a 
Man cow'd loſe his Force at the touch of a 
Fiſh ; and cou'd not underſtand that Philoſo- 
phy,. that a cold Qualicy ſhould be of that Na- 
rure: However, he had a great Curiofity to 
try whether it wou'd have the ſame effect on 
him it had on others, and often try'd, but in 


vain ; at laſt, the ſought-for Fiſh came to the 


Bait, as he ſtood Angling on the Bank ; and 
inſtead of throwing away the Rod, or giving 
it a ſudden twitch out of the Water, whereby 
Be M323 dt bras, 4 
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he might have caughr both the Ee/, and have 
difmiſs'd the Rod, before it cou'd have roo 
much Power over him ; for Experiment-fake, 
he graſp'd it but the harder, and fainting te!] 
Into the River; and being ſti!] plleſs'd of the 
Rod, the Tide carry'd him ſenſelets as he was 
a great way, till an Indian Boar took him up; 
E and perceiv'd, when they touch*d him, a Numb- 
E neſ; ſeize them, and by thar knew the Rod was 
in his Hand ; which, with a Paddle, { thar is, 
a ſhort Oar) they ſtruck away, and lhatch'd 
, It into the Boat, Eel and all. If Cz/ar were 
almoſt Dead, with the efttect of this Fiſh, he 
was more fo with that of the 4 ater, where he 
had remain'd the ſpace of going a League; and 
they found they had much a-do to bring him 
back to Life; Burt, ar laſt, chey id, and brought 
him home, witere he was in a few Hours we!} 
5 Recover*d and Refreſh'd ; and nor a litcle A- 
F itham'd to find he thou'd be overcome by an 
a Fel ; and that al! the Peopie, who heard his 
Defance, wou'd Laugh at him. Bur we chear- 
ed him up; and he, being convinc'd, we had 
the Eel at Supper; which was a quarter of an 
Ell about, and moſt delicate Meat ; and was of 
the more Value, ſince it colt fo Dear, as almoſt 
the Life of fo gallant a Man. 
About rhis time we were in many mortal 
Fears, abour ſome Diſputes the Engliijh had 
with the 1:dians ; fo that we cou'd ſcarce truſt 
our ſelves, without great Numbers, to go to 
any Indian Towns, or Place, where they a- 
- bode; for fear they ſhou'd fall upon us, as they 
! did immediately after my coming away ; and 
; that it was in the poſſeſſion of the Dutch, who 
. F 4. us'd 
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us'd em not ſo civilly as the Freliſh; fo thar 
they cur in pieces all they cou'd rake, getting 
inco Houſes, and hanging up the Mother, and 
ail her Children about her ; and cut a Foot- 
wan, T lefr behind me, ail in Joyn:s, and nail'd 
him to Trees. 

This feud began while I was there; ſo that 
E loft half the fauisfaftion 1 propos'd, 10 not ſee- 
irs and viſiting the [4;zn Downs. But one 
Day, bemoaning of our Misfortun«s upon rhis 
account. Celer told us, we nced nat Fear ; for 
if we had a mind to go, he wou'd underrake 
to be our Guard : Some wou'd,, but moſt wou'd 
not venture; abour Eighceen of us reſulv'd, and 
took Barge; and after Eight Days, arriv'd near 
an dias Town : But approaching it, the 
Hearts of ſome of our Company tail'd, and 
they wou'd norventure on Shore ; ſo we PollVd 
who wou'd, and who woud not: For my 
: Part, I ſaid, If Czar wor'd, 4 woud go; he 
reſolv'd, fo did my Brother, and my Woman, 
a Maid of good Courage. Now none of us 
ſpeaking the Language of the People, and ima- 
gining we ſhou'd have a halt Divertion in Ga- 
Zing only ; and not knowing what they ſaid, 


we took a Fiſherman that liv'd at the Mouth of 


the River, who had'been a long Inhabitant there, 
and oblig'd him to go with us : But becauſe he 
was known to the Indians, as trading among em: 
and being, by long Living there, become a per- 
fect Izdias In Colour, we who refolv'd toſurprize 
'em, by-making 'em ſee ſomething they never 
had feen,(that is, White People)reſolv'd only my 
ſelf, my Brother, and Woman ſhou'd go; ſo Ce- 

far, the Fiſherman, and the reſt, hiding behind 
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ſome thick Reeds and Flowers, that grew on 
che Banks, let us paſs on towards the Town, 
which was 'on the Bank of the River all along. 
Alittie diſtant from the Houſes, or Hutts; we 
ſaw ſorne Dancing, others buſy'd in ferching 
and carrying of Water ſrom' the River : They 
had no ſooner ſpy'd us, but they fer up a loud 
Cry, thar frighted us at firlt; we thought it had 
been for t! ole that ſhould Kill us, bur it ſeems 
it was of Wonder and Amazement. They were 
all Nakeo, and we were Dretsd, ſo as is moſt 
comode tor the hot Countries, very Glittering 
and Rich ; ſothat we appear'd extreamly fine; 
my own Hair was cut ſhore, and I had a Taf- 
faty Cap, with Black Feathers, on my Head , 


_ my Brother was in a Stuff Sure, with Silver 


Loops and Buttons, and abundance of Green 
Ribbon; this was all infinitely ſurpriting to them, 
and becauſe we faw them ſtand ſtill, till wt 


approach'd 'em, we took Heart and 2dvanc ; 


came up to em, and offer 'em our Hands ; 
which they took, and look'd on us round a- 
bout, calling {rill for more Company ; who 
came ſwarming- out, all wondering, and cry- 
ing our Tepeerre ; taking their Hair up in their 
Hands, and ſpreading it wide to thoſe they 
cal}d out too; as if they wou'd fay (as oat 


” fignify'd ) Nu mberleſs Wonders, or not to be 


recounted, no more than to number the Hair 
of their Heads. By degrees they grew more 
bold, and from gazing upon ug round, they 
rouch'd us; laying their Hands upon all che 
Features of our Faces, feeling our Breaſts and 
Arms, taking up one Perricoar, then wonder- 


ng to les another ; admiring our Shooes and 
Stockings, 
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Stockings, but more our Garters, which we 


gave *em; and they ty d about their Legs, be- 


ing Lac'd with Silver Lace at the ends, for they 


much Eſteem any ſhining things: In fine, we 


ſuffer'd 'em to ſurvey us as they pleas'd, and 
we thought they wou d never have done admi- 
ring us. When Cz/ar, and the reſt, ſaw we 
were receivd with ſuch wonder, they. came 
up to us; and finding the Indian Frader whom 
they knew, (for 'tis by theſe Fiſhermen, call'd 
Indian Traders, we hojd a Commerce with *em ; 
for they love not to go far from home, and we 
never go to them) when they ſaw him therefore 
they ſer up anew Joy ; and cry, in their Lan- 
guage, Oh! here's our Ttguamy, and we ſhall now 
know whether thoſe things can ſpeak : So advan- 
cing to him, ſome of 'em gave him their Hands, 
and cry'd Amera Tiguamy, which is as much as, 
How do you. or Welcome Friend ; and a!l, with one 
d1n, began to gabble to him, and ask'd, If we had 
Senſe,and Wit? if we cou'd ealk of Aﬀeairs of Life, 
and War, as they cou'd do? if we cou'd Hunt, 
Swim, and do a thouſand things they uſe? He 
an{wer'd 'em, We cou'd. Then they invited 
us into their Houſes, and dreſs*d Veniſon and 


Buffelo for us ; and, going our, gathered a Leaf 


of a Tree, calFd a Sarumbo Leaf, of Six Yards 
long, and ſpread it on the Ground for a Table- 
Cloth; and cutting another in pieces inſtead of 


Plates, ſetting us on lictle bow Indian Stools, 


which they cut out of one intire piece of Wood, 
and Paint, in a fort of Japan-Work: They 


| ſerve every one their Meſs on theſe pieces of 
' Leaves, and it was very, good, but too high 
 Kaſon'd wirh Pepper. .When we had eat, my 


' Brother, 
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Brother, « nd I, took out our Flares, and play'd 
to. em, Ck gave em n&ww Wender ;; and I 
ſoon perceiv'd \=by, an 2GMIFAtIOT, rhat is na- 

rural to theſe Peop! IC 3 alt i by the extream le- 
norance and 5imp Feity 1 of *em, ic were nor dif- 
ficult to eſtabliſh any unknown or-extravaganc 
Religion ainong them ; and to impofe any No- 
tions or Fictions upon *em For ſeeing a Kinſ- 
man of mine fer ſome Paper a Fire, witha Burn- 
ing gals, a Trick they had never'betore teen, 
they vere like to have Adoi'd him for a God; 
and beg'd he wou'd give them the Characters 
or Figures of his Name, that they might op- 
poſe it againſt Winds and Storms; which he 
did, and they held it up in thote Seafons, and - 
fancy *d it had a Charm to conquer them ; and 
kept ir like a Holy Relique. They are very 
Superſfiitious, and cal'd him the Great Peere, 
that 15, Prophet They ſhow'd us their In4iaz 
Pecie, a Youth of abour Sixreen Years old. as 
handſom as Nature cou'd make a Man. T hey 
conſecrate a keautiful Youth trom his Infency," 
and all Arts arc uvs'd to complear him in the fi 
neit manner, both in Beauty and Shape : tie 
is bred to all the little Arts and Cunning they 
are capable of ; to all the Legerdemain 'Fricks, 
and Slight of Hand, whereby he impoſes upon 
the Rabble ; and is beth a Doctor in Phy iick 
and Divinity. And by theſe Tricks makes the 
Sick believe he ſometimes eaſes their Pains; by 
drawing from the attlicted part little Serpents, 
or odd Flies, or Worms, or any Strange thing ; 
and though they have belides undoubred god 
Remedies, for almoſt all their Diſeaſes, they 


Cure the Patient more by Fancy than by Me- 
7 dicines ; 
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and Revereacd. This young Peeze nad a ve- 
ry .young Wife, who ſeeing my Brother kits 
her, came running -and kifs'd me; afrer this 
they kifs'd one another, and made it a ve- 
ry great Jeſt, ir being ſo Novel; and new Ad- 
miration and Laughing went round the Mul- 
ritude, that they never will forget that Cere- 
monyv, never before us'd or known. C-/ar had 
2 mind to ſee and ralk with their War-Cap- 
74ins, and we were condutted to one of their 
Houſes ; where we beheld ſeveral of the grear 
Captains, who had been at Councel : Bur 1 
trigheful a Viſion it was to fee em no Fancy 
can create ; no ſuch Dreams can repreſent fo 
dreadful a Spectacle. For my part I took *em 
tor Habgoblins, or Fiends, rather than Men ; 
but however their Shapes appear'd, their Souls 
were very Humane and Noble; but ſome wan- 
te] their Noſes, ſome their Lips, ſome both 
Noſes and Lips, ſome their Ears, and others 
Cut through each Cheek, with long Slaſhes, 
through which their Teeth appear'd ; they had 
other ſeveral formidable Wounds and Scars, 
or rather Diſmemberings ; ; they had Comtias, 
or little Aprons before *em; and Girdles of 
Catton, with their Knives naked ſtuck in it; 
a Bow at their Backs, and a Quiver of Arrows 
-on their Thighs ; -and moſt had Feathers on 
their Heads of divers Colours. They cry'd, A- 
ora Tigame to us, at our entrance, and were 
picas'd: we ſaid as much to *em ; they ſeated us, 
and gave us Drink of the beſt Sort : and won- 
der'd, as much as the others had done before, 
ro ſeo | us. Ceſar was marvelling as much at 
heip 


dicines ; and make themſelves Fear*d, Lov?d, 
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their Faces, wondering how they ſhou'd all 
te fo Wounded in War ; bs was Impatient to 
know how they all came by thoſe frightful 
Marks of Rags or Mzlice, rather than Wounds 
got.in Noble Bartel : 1 hey r0:d us, by our In- 
rerpreter, That when any War was waging, 
two Men choſen our by ſome old Ca Prefs, whoſe 
Fighting was paſt, and who cou'd only teach 
the Theory of War, theſe two Men were to 
ſtand in Competition for the Generalfhip, or 
Great War Caprain ; and being brought before 
the old Judges, now paſt Labour, they are 
ask'd, Vhat they dare do to ſhew they are 
worthy to. lead an Army ? When he, who 1s 
firlt ask'd, making noRe oly, ny his Noſe, 
and throws it contempribly on the Ground ; 
and the other does ſomething to nimfe f thar he 
thinks ſurpalies him, and pe! haps deprives him- 
ſelf of Lips and an Eye; fo they Slaſh on rifl 
one gives out, and many have dy 10 tins De- 
bate. And it's by a pallive Valour they ſhew 
and prove their Activity ; a forc of Courage 
t:0 Brutal to be applauded by our Black Hero; 
nevertheleſs he expreſs'd his Eſteem of *em. 

In this Voyage C:/2r begoat lo gond an en- 
derſtanding berween the 1nd:a»s and the Engli(h, 
that there were no more Fears, or Hearc- 
burnings during our ſtay; but we had a per- 
ſect, open, and free Trade with *'em: Many 
things Remarkable, and worthy Reciting, we 
met With in this ſhort Vovage; becauſe Ce/ar 
made ir his Buſineſs ro ſearch out and provide 
for our Entertainment, eſpecially ro pleaſe bis 
dearly Ador'd Imonda, who was a ſharer in

As we were coming up again, we met with 
ſome Indians of {trange Aſpects; that 1s, of a 
larger Size, and other fort of Features, than 
thoſe of our Country : Our Indian Slaves, that 
| Row'd us, ask'd *em ſome Queitions, but they 
coud not underſtand us; bur ſhew d us a long 
Cotton String, with ſeveral Knots on it ; and 
told us, they had been coming from the 
Mountains ſo many Moons as there were 

Knots; they were haviced in Skins of a ſtrange 
Beaſt, and brought along with *em Bags oi Gold 
Duſt; which, as well as they cou'd give us to 
underſtand, came ftreaming in litrle ſmall Cha- 
neis down the high Mouncains, when the Rains 
tell: and otfer'd to be che Convoy to any Bo- 
dy, or Perſons, that wou'd go to the Moun- 
tains. We carry'd theſe Men up to Parham, 
where they were kept till the Lord Gover- 
nour came: And becauſe all the Country was 
mad to be going cn this Golden Adventure, 
the Governour, by his Lercers, commanded 
( for they ſent fome of the Gold to him ) that 
a Guard ſhou'd be ſet ar the Mourh of the Ri- 
ver of 4m2a%9ns, (a River ſo calPd, almoſt as 
broad as the River of Thames) and prohibited 
all People from going up that River, it con- 
dutfting to thoſe Mountains of Gold. ' But we 
going off for England before the Projett was 
further proſecuted, and the Governour being 
drownG&ina Hurricane, either the Deſign dy'd, 
or the Durch have the Advantage of it : And 

cs fo be bemoan'd what his Majeſty loſt by 1o- 
ling that part of America. Though - 
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Though this Digreſſion is a little from my 
Story, however ſince it contains ſome Proofs 
of the Curioſity and Daring of this great Man, 
F was content to omit nothing of hisCharacter. 

It was thus, for ſometime we diverted him ; 
but now [-0::4a began to ſhew ſhe was with 
Child, and did nothing bur Sigh and Weep 
for the Captivity of her Lord, her Self, and the 
Infant yet Unborn ; ' and believ'd, it it were fo 
hard to vain the Liberty of Two, *erwou*d be 
more difficulr to ger thar for Three.

whole Gang,about Three Hnndred Vegrees,and 
abour a Hundred and Fifty were able to bear 
Arms, ſuch asithey had, which were lufficient to 
do Execution with Spirits accordingly; For the. 
Engliſh had. none but ruſty Swords, that no 
Strength cou'd draw from a Scabbard : except 
the People of particular Quality, who took care 
to Oyl *em and keep *em in good Order: The 
Guns alſo, unleſs here and there one, or thoſe 
newly carry'd from England, wou'd do no 'good 
or harm; for 'tis the Nature of that Country to 
Ruſt and Ear up Iron, gr any Metals, but Gold 
and Silver.”
